N purſuance of the Directions of the Act by which we are 
appointed, our Attention has hitherto been engaged, prin- 
cipally, in marking the Delay which affects the Public Money in 
its Paſſage, either from the Pocket of the Subject into the Ex- 
chequer, or from the Exchequer, back again into the Poſſeſſion 
of the Perſon who becomes entitled to it; but of ſtill greater Im- 
portance to the Public, 1s the Diminution it ſuffers in its 
Progreſs. 

Intent upon the Object pointed out to us by the Act as the 
Firſt for our Conſideration, namely, that the Public might avail 
themſelves, as ſoon as poſſible, of the Balances in the Hands of 
Accountants, we have, in the Offices that have as yet come 
under our Examination, applied ourſelves chiefly to the Inveſti- 
gation of theſe Balances, and reported upon them with as much 
Expedition as we were able; adding only ſuch Suggeſtions of 
immediate Regulation as aroſe out of the Subject, and occurred 
to us in the Courſe of that Inveſtigation, but deferring, as a 
Matter ſeparate and diſtinct, the Exccution of that Part of the

Act which direfts us to report an exact State of the Fees or 
*«< Gratuities paid or given in collecting, iſſuing, expending, and 
accounting for the Public Monies, and the Authority under 
Le which ſuch Fees and Gratuities are paid or received. 

In the Courſe of our E matron into the Office. of the Pay- 
maſter General of the Forces, we obſerved, in the Account or 
the Payments made by him out of the Deductions of Twelye 
Pence in the Pound, and One Day's Pay, for the Year 1778, 

L. 32.5 5. 7. 10. annexed to our laſt Report N' 7, a Charge of Thirty-two 
thouſand Five hundred and Fifcy-ſeven Pounds Seven Shillings 
and Ten Pence paid for Fees at the Exchequer. So large a Sum 
of Fees paid by One Officer, to One Office, in One Year, de- 
manded our Attention, and led us to require, from this Office, 
the Sum Total of the Fees paid at the Receipt of His Majeſty's 
Exchequer, by the Paymaſter General of the Forces, during the 
Year 1780; the Accounts of that Year being then under our 
Conſideration. 

Appendix By the Return made to that Requiſition 1t appears, that 
Ne 1. theſe Fees, in the Year 1780, amounted to Thirty- nine thouſand 

L. 39,198. 6. 10. One hundred and Ninety-cight Pounds Six Shillings and Ten 
Pence; and that they conſiſted of a Poundage on the Money 
iſſued. 

As the Annual Supplies, laſt Year, exceeded that of all former 
Years, and may increaſe, and all Poundage Fees on thoſe Sup- 
plies will increaſe in Proportion, we thought it incumbent upon 
us to proceed to an immediate Examination into the Article 
of Fees, and of the Principles upon which they are founded; 
to the Intent, that, ſhould they be deemed a Subject worthy the 
-Interpoſition of the Legiſlature, the Public may not remain 
without the Benefit of a ſpeedy Remedy for a preſſing and in- 
creaſing Evil. | 

We have had:under our Examination Two Offices of large 
Public Expenditure; the Pay Office of the Navy, and the Pay 
Office of the Army: To each of :theſe we iſſued our Precepts 

for an exact State of the Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities, re- 
-cerved by the reſpective Officers and Clerks in thoſe Offices, from 
the 24th of December 1779 to the 25th of December 1780, with 
the Amount thereof received by each Officer and Clerk during 
the ſaid Period. 

To the ſeveral Branches of the Receipt of His Majeſty's 
Exchequer, that is to ſay, to the Auditor, the Clerk of the 
Pells, the Tellers, the Chamberlains, the Uſher, and the Pay- 
matters of Exchequer Bills, we iſſued the like Precepts ; and Re- 
turns were made to us from all theſe Offices. 2 
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We have thought it expedient, in the Courſe of this Inquiry, 
where the Office is not executed by the Principal Officer, but by 
his Deputy or Firſt Clerk, to examine the latter only, as probably 


beſt qualified to give us the Information we wanted; we have 
omitted likewiſe, as more minute than neceſſary, to examine 


thoſe inferior Officers and Clerks, who receive iſmatl Salaries 


only, or inconſiderable Fees. 

As our Account of the Emoluments of theſe Offices is taken in 
a Year of the moft expenſive War, we have required, and ſtated 
where we have been able to obtain it, the Nett Produce of each 
Office in Time of Peace. 

At the Cloſe of our Examination into each Office, we have 
ſtated, and inſerted in the Appendix, an Account of the Salaries, 
Allowances, Fces, and Gratuitics, diſtinguiſhed under their ſevera} 
Heads, and the Total Amount thereof received by each Officer and 
Clerk in that Office, with the Sums paid for Taxes and other 
_ Diſburſements, and the Nett Produce to each Officer and Clerk 
during the Year 1780; and diſtinguiſhing, as far as appeared to 
us, without entering into too long an Examination, to what 
Amount each Office 1s a Charge upon the Public, the Civil Liſt, 
and Individuals; but we muſt at the ſame Time remark, that 
moſt of the Sums for Fees and Gratuities ſtated by us as paid by 
Individuals, are ultimately paid by, and a Charge upon, either the 
Civil Liſt or the Public; this latter Diſtinction we have made, 
not conſidering the Intereſt of the Crown as ſeparate from the 
Intereſt of the Public, but becauſe the Savings, if ſuch there 
ſhould be, will in the one Caſe fall into the Fund appropriated 
for the Support of iis Majeſty's Civil Government, and in the 
other into the Sinking Fund. 

We have diſtinguiſhed the Taxes paid by the Officers, that is, 
the Land 1ax, and the One Shilling and Sixpenny Duties, from 
their other Diſburſements ; becauſe the Charge of the Public in 
| ſupporting theſe Offices is leſſened by as much ot theſe Taxes as 
get back again into the Exchequer ; but, not being able eaſily to 
diſcover what Diminution they ſuffer in their Progreſs, we have 
only ſtated the Amount of them, without deducting them from 
the Expence of the Public. Brgy

The Profits of theſe Officers conſiſt of Six Heads :—Salaries ; Al- 


lowances for extra Service, and for telling Money at the Bank; 


Perquiſites of odd Pence; for caſting Defalcations ; and for enter- 
ing Probates and other Inſtruments. 
The Treaſurer and his Paymaſter are paid by Salaries only, 


and have no other Fee or Gratuity whatever; the Officers and 


Clerks receive Salaries, and alſo the Allowances and Ferquilites 
above mentioned. 

The Treaſurer 1s appointed by the Crown, and holds his Of- 
fice during Pleaſure ; he receives a Salary of Two thouſand Pounds 
a Year, reduced, by the Payment of the One Shilling and vix- 
penny Duties to Eighteen hundred and Fifty Pounds ; he ap- 
7 the Pay maſter, and all the other Officers and Clerks in the 
Office. 

The Paymaſter has a Salary of Five hundred Pounds a Year, 
reduced by the ſame Duties to Four hundred and Sixty- two Pounds 
Ten Shillings; he executes alſo the Offices of Caſhier and Ac- 
countant, for which he receives no additional Salary or Emolu- 
ment whatever. | 

The Salaries of the other Officers and Clerks are from Forty 
to Eighty Pounds a Year, according to their ſeveral Employ- 
ments; beſides which they have the Allowances and Perquiſites 
following. 

An Allowanc: for extra Service, which is made to thoſe Clerks 
who attend the Payment of Wages and the Yards, and who com- 
pleat what are called the t ull Books for Payment of the Ships and 
Yards ; this Allowance is intended to defray their travelling Ex- 
pences and as a Recompence for their extra Trouble; the Rate at 
which it is paid is Seven Shillings a Day for the Number of Days 
in which cach Clerk 1s ſo employed. 

An Allowaice for telling Money at the Bank is a Poundage, at 
the ate of Five Shillings for every thouſand Pounds, allowed by 
the Navy Board to thoſe Clerks who receive Money at the Bank 
for the Payment of the Ships and Yards; in Conſequence of 
which Allowance, each Clerk is accountable for any Deficiency 


there may be cither in the Weight or Tale of the Money he re- 
ceives. 
The 
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The odd Pence is a Perquiſite to thoſe Officers and Clerks who 
are employed in making Payments; thoſe whoſe Buſineſs it is to 
y Perfect Bills, the Navy Courſe, and Bills drawn by the Navy 
and Sick and Hurt Boards, pay the even Money only upon theſe 
Bills, and retain to themſelves the odd Pence under a Shilling; 
thoſe who are employed in the Payment of the Officers, camen, 
and Artificers in the Dock Yards, retain the odd Pence under Six 
Pence; in Conſideration of which, they are all bound to make 

any Miſtakes they may make in their Payments. 

The Perquiſite for caſting Defalcations is a Gratuity, uſually 
at the Rate of One Guinea by the hundred Pounds, paid by ihe 
Chaplains, Surgeons, and Purſers of the Navy, to the Q.:.cer 
who caſts and pays to them their ſeveral Shares of the Deuuciions 
made from the Seamen's Wages. 

The Perquiſite for entering Probates of Wills, Letters of Admi- 
niſtration, and Warrants of Attorney, is a Fee of TWO Shillings 
and Six Pence each Entry, paid to the Clerk in whoſe Department 
it hes to regiſter theſe Inſtruments. 

The Salaries and Allowances for extra Service, and for tellin 


Bills aſſigned by the Navy or Victualling Boards upon the Trea- 
ſurer, out of Money received by him, either to pay Salaries, or 
from old Stores, or under ſome other Head of Service ſpecified 
in the Aſſignments ; ard conſequently all theſe are paid by the 
Public. 

The Perquiſites are either detained out of Sums due to parti- 
cular Perſons, or paid by thoſe who apply to have their Buſineſs 
tranſacted at the Office; and therefore do not come out of the 
Public Purſe, but from the Pockets of Individuals. | 

The Authority upon which the Receipt of the ſeveral Profits of 
this Office is grounded, is either an Order of the Privy Council, 
or Uſage.

The Allowances and Perquiſites are ſuch as have been uſual 
paid and taken by the Officers and Clerks in their ſeveral De- 
partments, as far back as the Memory of the oldeit Officers now 
employed m this Office reaches. 

From the Account ſct forth in the Appendix it appears, that 
the groſs Amount of the Emoluments received in the Pay Office 
of the Navy was Eight thouſand One hundred and : :fty Pounds 
Ten Shillings and a Halfpenny; of which the Salaries, Allow. 
ances for extra Service and for tellmg Money at the Bank, 
amounting to Six thouſand Five hundred Forty-five Pounds Four 
Shillings and Eight Pence, was paid by the Public ; and the Re- 
ſidue, being One thouſand Six hundred and Five Pounds Five 
Shillings and Four Pence Halfpenny, by Individuals ; the Nett 
Reccipt of this Office was Seven thouſand Nine hundred Thirty- 
eight Pounds and a Halfpenny. SS 

By the Return made to us from the Pay Office of the Army, 
and the Examinations of the Right Honourable Richard Rigby, 
Paymaſter General of the Forces; Timatly Caſwall, Eſquire, De- 
puty Paymaſter ; John Powell, Eſquire, Cathier ; Charles Ben- 
bridge, Eſquire, Accountant ; John Adam Frederick Neſſe, Eſquire, 
Ledger Keeper; Thomas Bangham, Eiquire, Computer of Off 
reckonings ; Robert Ranaoll, Eſquire, Caſhier of Half Pay; and 
Richard Melefworth, Eſquire, Entering Clerk; we received the 
following Account of the Salaries paid to, and the Fees and Gra- 
tuities taken by, the Officers and Clerks in the Pay Office of the 
Army. : 

1 his Office conſiſts of the Paymaſter General, his Deputy, a 
Caſhier, an Accountant, a Ledger Keeper, a Computer of Off- 


reckonings, a Caſhier of Half Fay, and an Entering Clerk with 


Eight inferior Clerks, an Office Keeper, a Houſe Keeper, and 
Two Meſſengers; and Nine Deputy Paymaſters Abroad. 

The Paymaſter General appoints his Deputies, and all the Offi- 
cers and Clerks employed in his Office: They are all paid by 


Salaries or Allowances, Fees, and Gratuities. 


The Paymaſter General, his Deputy, the infcrior Officers and 
Clerks, and Deputy Paymaſters Abroad, have certain Salaries or 
Allowances only; the dix Officers who arg next to the Deputy 
Paymaſter, receive Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities. 

1 he Paymaſter General is appointed by Letters Patent under 
'the Great Seal, during Pleaſure ; he receives Four Annual Allow- 


ances as Paymaſter General of the Forces, and One as Tron 
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of Chelſea Hoſpital : The Four are, Three thouſand Pounds as 
the particular Salary belonging to his Office, One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Sixty Pounds for the Payment of Clerks, Six hun- 
dred Pounds for the contingent Expences of his Office, and Twenty 
Shillings a Day as one of the Staff upon the Eſtabliſhment ; the 
other Allowance is Twenty Shillings a Day as Treaſurer of Che/- 
ſea Hoſpital. The Amount of theſe Allowances is Six thouſand 
and Ninety-two Pounds : Out of which he paid for himſelf and 
Officers, in Taxes, Nine hundred Sixty-twa Pounds Nineteen 
Shillings and Nine Pence; to Clerks, One thouſand Seven hundred 
and Seven Pounds ; and for the contingent Diſburſements of his 
Office, Three hundred and Sixty Pounds Seven Shillings and Eight 
Pence ; making together Three thouſand and Thirty Pounds Se— 
ven Shillings and Five Pence, which reduced his clear Reccipt to 
Three thouſand and Sixty-one Pounds Twelve Shillings and Seven 
Pence. 

The Deputy Paymaſter has Two Salarics, of Five hundred 
Pounds a Year each; one reduced, by the One Shilling and Six— 
penny Duties, to Four hundred Sixty-two Pounds Ten Shillings, 
the other paid without Deduction ; together, clear, Nine hundred 
Sixty-two Pounds Ten Shillings. | 

The Six following Officers arc thoſe who have Fees and Gra- 
tuities as well as Salaries. 

The Caſhier receives a Salary of Two hundred Pounds a Year, 
reduced by the One Shilling Duty to One hundred and Ninety 
Pounds, and an additional Annual Allowance of Two hundred 
and Seventy Pounds, paid to him without Deduction : His Fees 
and Gratuities amounted to Six thouſand Seven hundred and Fif- 
teen Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Six Pence ; which, with his 
Salaries, made his clear Receipt Seven thouſand One hundred 
Seventy-five Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Six Pence; but, as 
theſe Fees are not always paid at the Time the Bulinels is done, 
this Sum, though received in the Year 1780, may include recs 
that accrued in a preceding Year ; it certainly does not include 
the Fees for all the Buſineſs done by him in that Year ; the Re- 
mitters had not paid him their Fees upon the Warrants for the 
Remittances ifſucd to them after the Month of February 170; 
and it appears from an Account of thoſe Remittances, extra.tcd 
from the Account of the Extraordinary Services incurred by the 
Pay maſter General of the Forces for the Year 1780, that the Sum 
iucd to them between the 1ſt of March and the 31ſt of Decoder 
in that Year, was Two Million Three hundred and Twelve thou- 
ſand Eight hundred and Thirty Pounds; the Fees upon which,

Twelve Shillings, and being divided equally between the Caſhier 
and Accountant, would have added One thouſand Two hundred 
and Thirteen Pounds Sixteen Shillings to the Receipt of each, and 
would have increaſed that of the Caſhier to Eight thouſand Three 
hundred Eighty-nine Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Six Pence. 
The Salary of the Accountant is One hundred and F ifty 
Pounds a Year, reduced by the One Shilling Duty to One 
hundred Forty-two Pounds Ten Shillings : He received in Fee;

The Ledger Keeper's Salary is One hundred Pounds a Year, 


| belides which he receives Annually Eighty Pounds from the Com- 


uter of Off-reckonings, and One hundred Pounds from the 
His Fees amounted to Three hundred 


Ninety-four Pounds Sixteen Shillings; making all together Six 


. hundred Seventy-four Pounds Sixtcen chillings : He paid out of 


this Sum for Taxes Fifteen Pounds, to his Deputy Eighty Pounds, 
and to another Aſſiſtant Fifty Pounds; together, One hundred 
Forty-five Pounds, which reduced his Nett Receipt to Five hun- 
dred Twenty- nine Pounds Sixteen Shillings. The preſent Ledger 
Keeper has, by Reaſon of his Age and Infirmities, executed his 
Office by Deputy ever ſince his A ppointment in 1765. 

The Computer of Off-reckonings has no other Salary but 
that of Eighty Pounds, which he pays to the Ledger Keeper; his 

Nett Profits ar ofe from his Fecs s which amounted to One thou— 


6. ſand and Thirty-eight Pounds Five Shillings and Six Pence. 


The Caſhier of Half Pay receives Eighty Pounds a Year Salary; 
the Total of his Fees was Six hundred and Seventeen Pounds 
Five Shillings ; together, Six hundred Ninety-ſeven Pounds Five 


Shillings: Gut of tC he paid for Taxcs Fourteen Pounds, aud 


to the Ledger Keeper One hundred Pounds; this reduced his clear 
Reccipt to Five hundred Eighty-three Pounds Five Shillings. 
Sixty Pounds is the Salary of the Entering Clerk, w hich, with 
One thouſand Four hundred Forty-cight Pounds Fifteen Shil- 
lings and Four Pence recciv.d by Fees, made his groſs Receipt 


One thouſand Five hundred and Eight Pounds F iftcen Shillings 
and 
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and Four Pence; reduced, by Ten Pounds Ten Shillings paid for 
Taxes, to One thoufand Four hundred N inety-eight Pounds 
Five Shillings and Four Pence. 

The other Clerks are paid from Fifty to One hundred Pounds 
a Year, according to their Stations and Employments in the 
Office, and receive no Fees or Gratuities whatever. 

The Deputy Paymaſters Abroad arc paid an Allowance, Six 
of them Thirty Shillings a Day, and Three of them Three 
Pounds a Day. | 

The Fees received by theſe Officers are as various as the Bufi- 
neſs they execute; each his Fees peculiar to his Branch: They 
conſiſt, ſome of them, of a Poundage upon the Sums contained 
in Warrants brought for Payment, and in Reccipts ; others, of 
certain Sums per Regiment, paid either annually or upon tranſ- 
acting particular Branches of the Regimental Buſineſs ; others of 
them are certain Sums for Reports, Certificates, Receipts, En- 
tries, or other Articles of official Buſineſs. 

The Gratuities are voluntary Donations upon the Payment of 
Warrants, or for creating ſome Trouble to the Office, and are 
given to the Officers of the Department where the Buſineſs is 
tranſacted. 

It appears from the Account of the Payments made by the 
Paymaſter General, out of the Deductions of Twelve Pence in 
the Pound, and One Day's Pay, for the Year 1780, that the Sa- 
lary and Allowances to the Paymaſter General (except the 
Twenty Shillings a Day on the Staff) and the Two additional 
Salaries to the Deputy and Caſhier, and the Allowances to the 
Deputy Paymaſters Abroad, are paid out of the Deductions of 
Twelve Pence in the Pound; the Twenty Shillings a Day on the 
Staff, 18 paid to him. in like Manner as the General and Staff 
Officers in Great Britain are paid, out of the Money granted for 
the Ordinary Services of the Army: All theſe Payments are 
therefore a Charge upon the Public. The Paymaſter General 
himſelf pays the other Salaries, out of the Sum of One thouſand 
even hundred and Sixty Pounds allowed him for that Purpoſe : 
The Fees and Gratuities are paid by the Remitters, Contractors, 
Agents, and Perſons whoſe Buſineſs brings them to the Office, 
and therefore come immediately out of their Pockets, though 
much the greateſt Part of them ultimately fall upon the Public. 

Uſage of Office is the general Ground upon which theſe ſeveral 
Payments reſt, except in the Two Initances of the additional Al- 
lowances to the Deputy and the Cathier, which are founded on 
Ipecial Circumſtances; the Five hundred Pounds a Year Addition 
to the Deputy, is paid to him by a Warrant dated 18th March

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1774; it commenced from the roth October 1771, and is to con- 
tinue as long as he holds this Office: The Ground ſtated in the 
Warrant is, that the then Emoluments of the Office were not an 
adequate Compenſation for his Trouble, Care, and Fidelity: His 
Predeceſſors in this Office had not this additional Salary; for 
they enjoyed, at the ſame Time, what the preſent Deputy had 
not, other Appointments under the Crown. 

The Warrant for the Payment of the additional Two hundred 


and Seventy Pounds a Year to the Caſhier, is dated the 1oth Fuly 


1765, and ſtates it to be made to him for his Trouble, Care, 
Diligence, and Fidelity in the Execution of the Buſineſs com- 
mitted to his Charge. 
The Allowance to the Paymaſter General of Twenty Shillings 
a Day upon the Staff, is voted annually upon the Eſtabliſhment, 
and, together with the Twenty Shillings a Day as Treaſurer of 
Chelſea Hoſpital, is inſerted in his Letters Patent: All the Salaries 
and Allowances paid to him are ſuch as have been allowed to his 
Predeceſſors in this Office; and all the Salaries, Fees, and Gra- 
tuities received by the Officers and Clerks, and Deputy Pay- 
maſters, are the ſame as have been paid to, and received by, thoſe 
who have gone before them. 
From the Account in the Appendix it appears, that the groſs 
Amount of the Emoluments received in this Office, was Twenty- 
five thouſand One hundred and Eight Pounds Nineteen Shillings 
and One Penny: The Nett Amount was Twenty-three thouſand 
Five hundred Sixty-one Pounds One Shilling and Eight Pence: 
The Sum of Thirteen thouſand Four hundred and Fifty Pounds, 
received for Salaries and Allowances, was paid by the Public: 
The Sum of Eleven thouſand Five hundred Seventy-three 


Pounds Nineteen Shillings and One Penny, for Fees and Gratuities, 


was paid by Individuals. 

There 1s moreover another Gratuity given to the Officers and 
Clerks in cach of theſe Pay Offices, upon paſſing the final Ac- 
counts of a Treaſurer and Paymaſter General in the Office of the 
Auditor of the Impreſt ; this Gratuity is craved of the Commil- 
ſioners of the Treaſury, by a Memorial from the reſpective 
Officers and Clerks in each Office, as a Compenſation for their 
Trouble in carrying on and making up the Accounts of a Treaſurer 
and Paymaſter General after his Reſignation : The Quantum of it 
bears ſome Proportion to the Total Sum contained in the Account 


to be paſſed; it is allowed to them by a Treaſury Warrant, out of 
the Balance remaining in the Hands of the Accountant, and is 


therefore paid out of a Public Fund. Theſe Allowances have 
been made ever ſince the Revolution, and, by the Accounts 0! 
them from that Period, tranſmitted to us from theſe Offices, 1! 

appears, 
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pears, that in the Pay Office of the Navy, the Inſtances of theſe 
Gratuities, from the Year 1688 to the Year 19772, when the laſt 
Accounts of Mr. Dodington, ending in the Year 17 56, were paſſed, 
are Seventeen, and amount to Fifty- four thouſand One hundred 
Sixty-two Pounds Seventeen Shillings and Nine Pence Farthing ; 
and in the Pay Office of the Army, the Inſtances from the ſame 
Year to the Year 1770, when the Accounts of Lord Darlington 
and others, ending 24th Tune 1757, were paſled, are Nine, and 
amount to Forty- ſix thouſand One hundred and Twelve Pounds 
Eighteen Shillings ; making together One hundred thouſand Two 
hundred Seventy-five Pounds Fiftecn Shillings and Nine Pence 
Farthing, paid by the Public during that Period in theſe Gra- 
tuities. 


In the Exchequer, Six Offices came under our Examination; 
namely, the Auditor of the Receipt, the Clerk of the Pells, the 
Tellers, the Chamberlains, the Uſher, and the Paymaſters of 
Exchequer Bills. There are ſome Circumſtances common to 
them all; Salaries or Allowances, Fees, and Gratuities, are the 
Heads under which may be ranged the Profits of all the Officers 
and Clerks. 

The Gratuities are uſual voluntary Donations, either from 
Public Offices or Individuals: The Yearly Accounts are made up 
to Michaelmas Eve; and therefore the Accounts of the Receipts 
and Payments of the Year 1780, which is the Year we are in- 
quiring into, are made up to the Michaclmas of that Year. 

In the Firſt Five of theſe Offices, the Principal appoints the 
Deputy and Clerks. The Furſt Four of them have Tables hung 
up in each Office, by which their Fees are regulated; thele Fees 
conſiſt either of a Poundage, or of certain Payments for parti- 
cular Articles of Buſineſs tranſacted in each Office, and are paid 
by the Perſons either paying in, or receiving Money out of, the 
Exchequer, or applying for their particular Buſineſs. | 

The Return made to our Precept by the Duke of Newca/tle, 
Auditor of the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer, and the 
Examinations of Edward Wilford, Eſquire, his Firſt Clerk, and 
of Mr. Nillam Jones, the Tally Writer, ſupplied us with a 


Knowledge of the State of the Emoluments received by the 


Officers and Clerks in this Branch of the Exchequer, the Buſi- 
els of which is tranſacted by the Auditor and Twenty-three 
fixed Clerks, with other occaſional Aſſiſtants when wanted. 

The Auditor is appointed for Life, by a Conſtitution under the 
Hands and Seals of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury; all the 
Exchequer Bills, Orders, Debentures, Patents, and other In-

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ftruments which paſs this Office, are ſigned by him; the official 
Profits are not received by himſelf, but by his Firſt Clerk, who 
accounts with him for them every Month: He receives Eleven 
Annual Allowances, enumerated in an Account tranſmitted to us, 
and inſerted in the Appendix, amounting to Three thouſand 
Seven hundred Eixty-fix Pounds One Shilling: He has a ſmall 
Annual Fee from the Wardrobe of Four Pounds, Seventeen Shil- 
lings; and is entitled to Fees upon the Receipt of Money into, 
and Iſſue of Money out of, the Exchequer ; the firſt amounted 
to One hundred and Seventy Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Nine 
Pence, the latter, to Twelve thouſand Five hundred Fifty-four 
Pounds Two Shillings and Six Pence. The Sum he received by 
Fees for entering Patents, and upon Impreſt Bills, was Thirty. 
nine Pounds Five Shillings, and in Gratuities Three hundred

The Foundation of theſe Allowances and Fees, and the Au- 
t5:1ty under which they are claimed and paid, are as follows: 

Upon the King's Acceſſion a Certificate 1s tranſmitted from the 
Auditor's Office to the Treaſury, purſuant to their Requiſition,

The Clerk of the Pells is appointed for Life, by a Conſtitution 
under the Hands and Seals of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, 
to exerciſe his Office either by himſelf or Deputy. In Conſe- 
quence of this Privilege, it has not been uſual, for many Years, for 
the Clerk of the Pells to execute any Part of the Buſineſs himſelf; 
the Deputy tranſacts the Whole, and receives and accounts with 
his Principal for all the Profits that belong to him. The Clerk 
of the Pells receives Thirteen diſtinct Allowances, ſet forth in 
the Return, amounting to One thouſand Six hundred and Three L. 1,603. o.

The Tellers is one Office in Four Diviſions ; each conſiſting of 
a Teller, a Deputy and Firſt Clerk, Two Offices executed by the 
ſame Perſon, a Second Clerk, and Three inferior Clerks; in all 
Twenty-four Perſons. The Teller is appointed for Life, by Let- 
ters Patent, which empower him to execute the Office by Deputy ; 
and therefore the whole Buſineſs of theſe Offices is now, and 
long have been, tranſacted entirely by Deputies: The Teller him- 
ſelf executes no Part of it; he does not collect his own Prolite; 
they are received and accounted for to him by his Deputy. 

Each Teller receives Yearly an ancient Salary or Fee belongin 
to his Office; the Senior, 'Thurty-three Pounds Six Shillings and 
Eight Pence; the Three Juniors, Thirty-one Pounds Thirteen Shil- 
lings and Four Pence each: They have likewiſe Six Annual Al- 
lowances from the Treaſury for their Trouble in paying the 
Annuities, which are equally divided amongit the Four ; the Share 
of each is Three hundred Thirty-nine Pounds Fourteen Shffhngs 
and One Penny Farthing. Theſe Salaries and Allowances are in 
the Exchequer Certificate; the Salaries in the Firſt Lift, the Al- 
lowances in the Second. The Tellers are paid nothing upon the 
Reccipt of Money: Their Fees ariſe from the Iſſue, and conſiſt 
of a Poundage on Iſſues, not for all, but for certain Services, and

compoling theſe ſeveral Receipts and Deductions, and thoſe which 
follow relative to the Clerks, are enumerated in the Return tran. 
mitted to us from this Office. 

The Deputy, as ſuch, has no Profit whatever ; but, as Firſt 
Clerk, he has Fees both upon the Receipt and Ifſue ; the ices 
upon the Receipt are called Bill Money, and are in Conſideration 
of his writing the Bills : They are paid, according to an ancient 
Table of Fees uſed in the Office, and ſtated in the Return; not 
included in the Barons Report, becauſe that Report relates to the 
Supplies granted by that Parhament only. This Bill Money is 
divided equally amongſt the Four Firſt Clerks ; the Share of each 
was One hundred Eighty-two Pounds Nine Shillings. 

The Fees upon the Iſſue are, a Poundage, after a certain Rate, 
for certain Services, according to the Barons Report, ſimilar to 
that of the Tellers, with the like Variations and Exemptions : 
Theſe Fees are divided into Eight equal Parts, and belong to the 
Four Firſt and the Four Second Clerks ; the Eighth Part or Share 
of each was One thouſand Three hundred Seventy-nine Pounds 
Twelve Shillings and One Penny. Each Firſt Clerk receives aifo 
Annually, in Gratuities from Public Offices, Forty-fix Pounds Four 
Shillings. Theſe Articles, of Bill Money, Fees, and Gratuities, 
making together One thouſand Six hundred and Eight Pounds Five 
Shillings and One Penny, was the groſs Receipt of the Firſt 
Clerks to the Three Junior Tellers: I he Firſt Clerk to the Senior 
Teller received more; he had the Allowance of Three hundred 
Thirty-nine Pounds Fourteen Shillings, and Two hundred Thirty 
Pounds out of the Fees of the Second Clerk, in Conſideration of 
his paying the Salarics of the Three Under Clerks, and as an addi-

The only Profit appropriated to the Office of the Second Clerk, 
is the Eighth Part of the Fees on the Iſſues, which was One 
thouſand Three hundred Seventy-nine Pounds Twelve Shilling; 
and One Penny. The Second Clerks to the Firſt, Second, and 
Third Tellers, never attend the Office, or tranſact any otficial 
Buſineſs whatever ; the Firſt Clerk receives the Share of the Fees 
belonging to the Second, makes the uſual Payments out of it, 
and pays the Reſidue to ſuch Perſon as the Teller has named as 
his Second Clerk, or otherwiſe to the Teller himſelf. The Pay- 
ments out of the Share of the Second Clerk to the Firſt Teller 
were Forty-two Pounds Fifteen Shilliags for Taxes and Incidents, 
and Two hundred and Thirty Pounds to the Firſt Clerk ; the 
Remainder, being One thouſand One hundred and Six Pounds 
Seventeen Shillings and One Penny, was paid to the Father of 
the Second Clerk, who was under Age. 

Forty-two Pounds Fifteen Shillings was the Deduction out of 
the Fees of the Second Clerk to the Second Teller ; the remain- 
ing Sum of One thouſand Three hundred Thirty-ſix Pounds Se- 
venteen Shillings and One Penny, was paid to the Second Clerk.

This Oſice conſiſts of Three Diviſions ; The Receipt Side, or 
Tally Court ; The Court Side ; and, The Tally Cutter's Otlice : It 
is compoſed of Nine Perſons; namely, the Two Chamberlains, 
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Two Deputics on each Side, One under Clerk on the Court Side, 
the Tally Cuttcr, and his Deputy. 

The Office of Chamberlain is held for Life by Letters Patent, 
with Power to execute it by Deputy; by virtue of this Privilege, 
theſe Two Officers interfere not in any Part of the Buſineſs of 
this Office, it is all tranſacted on both Sides by the Deputies ; 
Each Chamberlain is entitled to Two Annual Payments, a Sa- 
lary of Fifty-two Pounds T hree Shillings and Four Pence, re— 
duced by Taxes to Forty-ſix Pounds Seventeen Shillings; and 
Thirteen Pounds Six Shillings and Six Pence Wardrobe Money, 
reduced by Fees to Eleven Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Ten 
Pence; together, clear, Fifty-eight Pounds Sixteen Shillings and 
Ten Pence. The Two Salaries are in the Firſt Liſt of the Ex- 
chequer Certificate; the Wardrobe Money 1s a cuſtomary Pay- 
ment.

an Accountant, a Caſhier, and Two Clerks ; to which are added, 


a Houſekeeper and Meſſenger, and occaſional Aſſiſtant Clerks. 
he Paymaſters, the Controller, and the Houſekeeper, are ap- 
pointed by the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, by Conſtitution, 
during Pleaſure; the reſt of the Officers are appointed by the 
Paymaſters themſelves. This Office is diſtinguiſhed from the 
reſt, in that the Officers, as well as Clerks, are all paid by Sala- 


ries only. No Fee or Gratuity whatever is taken by any of them, 
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except a ſmall annual Fee of Two Pounds Seven Shillings, al- 


lowed the Accountant for making up his Vear's Account. Each 
Paymaſter has an annual Salary of Two hundred Eighty- three 
Pounds Six Shillings and Eight Pence, which has not varied 
ſince the Year 1736: He pays for himſelf and Clerks Thirty-four 
Pounds Three dhillings and Four Pence for Taxes ; which re- 
duce it to Two hundred Forty-nine Pounds Three Shillings and 
Four Pence.

they were One hundred Sixty-nine Pounds Seventeen Shillings 
and Seven Pence, paid alſo by the Public; ſo that the groſs Ex- 

nce of this Office to the Public, was One thouſand Seven hun- 
dred Ninety- two Pounds Four Shillings and Seven Pence; the Nett 
Produce to the Officers was One thouſand Four hundred Seventy- 
eight Pounds Seven Shillings. 

That the total Amount of the Expences attending the receiv- 
mg and iſſuing of the Public Money at the Receipt of His Ma- 
jeſty's Exchequer may appear at one View, we have ſubjoined in 
the Appendix an Account of the Totals of the Groſs and Nett Re- 
ceipt by the Officers and Clerks in each of theſe Branches of 
the Exchequer, with the Deductions paid thereout during the 
Year 1780: From whence it appears, that the groſs Sum received 
by all of them, in Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities, was Eighty-two

Such is the State of the Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities; and 
ſuch the Authority under which they are paid and received in 
theſe Offices: But the Act enjoins us a ſtill farther Duty; it com- 
mands us to report ſuch Regulations, as, in our Judgment, 
* ſhall appear expedient to be eſtabliſhed, in order that the 
** Duties, Taxes, and Monies, granted, received, and appropriated 
for the Public Service of this Kingdom, may hereafter be re- 
* ceived and iſſued in the Manner the molt beneficial and advan- 
* tageous to the Public.” 

Regulations to this End have, in the Progreſs of this Inquiry, 
offered themſelves to our judgment; Regulations tending to 
introduce that Syſtem of ſtrict Oeconomy in the Adminiſtration 
of the Public Revenue, which the Legiflature has by the Act 


determined to be neceſſary. By ſtrift Oeconomy, we apprehend, 


is not meant ſuch as either derogates from the Honour and Dignity 
of the Crown, or abridges the Servant of the Public of the due 
Reward of his Induſtry and Abilities; we mcan an Oeconomy 
that ſteers between extreme Parſimony on the one Hand, and 
Profuſion on the other; that is conſiſtent with Juſtice, as well 
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as Prudence; that gives to all their full Due, and to none more; 
that ſupports every uſeful and neceſſary Eſtabliſnment, but cuts 
off and reduces every ſuperfluous and redundant Expence. Some 
Regulations, built upon the Principle of Oeconomy thus defined, 
have for their Objects, the Offices, the Officers and their Emo- 
luments. | 
An Office of the higheſt Antiquity, that has ſubfiſted for Ages 
under its preſent Form; that has the Receipt and Cuſtody of the 
Public Treaſure, upon the due Adminiſtration of which depends 
the national Credit and Safety of the Realm; an Office of ſuch 
a Deſcription 1s entitled to the utmoſt Reſpect, and Alterations in 
its Eſtabliſhment ſhould be well weighed, and propoſed with Cau- 
tion and Diffidence: But, as a Change in the Manners, Cuſtoms, 
and, above all, in the Finances of this Nation, ſince the Origin of 
this Office, together with peculiar Circumſtances of the Times, 
may render Regulations neceſſary, we have judged it a Part of 
our Duty to examine into the Receipt of the Exchequer, with 2 
View to an economical Reform. | 
The Office of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, however 
important in ancient Times, is, at this Day, occupied principally 
in the Buſineſs of the Tally ; which is the official Acquittance to 
Perſons paying Money into the Exchequer ; this Acquittance has 
various Formalities, all calculated to prevent the Poſſibility 
of a Forgery, by which the Accountant might, on paſſing his 
Accounts, be diſcharged of a Sum he never paid. 
Ihe Teller is obliged, as ſoon as he receives Money, to tranſ- 
mit the Bill by which he charges himſelf with that Receipt, 
through the Pipe into the Tally Court; where the following 
Officers attend: iſt, The Tally Writer; who is the Officer 0: 
the Auditor, and takes an Account of the Sum, and writes it on 
both Sides of the Tally delivered to him, with the Sum cut upon 
it in Notches by the Tally Cutter. 
2dly, The Clerk of the Introitus; who is the Officer of the 
Pells, and records the Receipt : And, zdly, The Two Deputy 
Chamberlains on the Receipt Side; who ſplit the Tally, examine 
and compare the Two Parts with each other, and with the Ent!y 
made by the Clerk of the Introitus. The Tally is delivered to 
the Accountant ; the Foil is delivered to, and kept by, the Deputy 
. Chamberlains on the Court Side, until the Accountant, being 
about to paſs his Accounts, brings to them the Account 0! 
his Payments into the Exchequer, with the Tallies : Theſe Cham- 
berlains examine the Account, join the Tallies with the Foil, 


mark both, certify upon the Account that the Tallies — 
ceixe 
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ccived and joined, deliver back his Account to the Accountant, 
keep the Foil in the Office, and ſend the Tally to the Clerk of 
the Pipe. In this Operation Nine Perſons are concerned. 

It is undoubtedly true, that the Public Revenue cannot be too 
ſafely guarded againſt Fraud of every Kind; but if a Mode of 
Receipt can be ſubſtituted, ſimilar to what is practiſed in other 
Offices, equally ſecure, and at but little Expence; ſuch a Mods 
demands Attention. 

If, ſtead of the Tally Court, the Clerks of the Auditor, and 
of the Pells, were to attend the Office of the Tellers, as the Bank 
Clerk does now, and take an Account of the Sums, as they are 
received; if an indented Check Recei pt of each Sum was made out, 


compared with the Entries, and marked with an Intratur by the 


one Officer, and a Recordatur by the other ; if this Receipt was 
produced with the Account, before it is paſſed and examined with 
the Counterfoil, and the Account compared with the Entries in 
the Office, either of the Auditor, or the Pells, and the Truth 
of it certified by that Officer; a Check thus fenced, ſeems to be 
as effectually ſecured againſt Forgery as the Tally, is a Mode 
more ſimple, and can be tranſacted by a ſingle Clerk. Nor is this 
Check unknown in the Exchequer ; the Bills that are iiſued every 


Year, to a great Amount, both in Number and Value, are guard- 
ed by the Check Indenture and Counterfoil. 


The other Buſineſs of this Office may, without Injury to 


the Public, be eaſily transferred elſewhere : The Cuſtody of One 
of the Keys to the Tellers Cheſts, the Number of which ought 
not to be diminiſhed, may be committed to the Auditor ; and the 


Cuſtody of the Standard Weights and Meaſures, and of the Stand- 
ard Pieces of Gold and Silver, cauſing little Trouble, and that 


but ſeldom, to any other Office in the Exchequer. 


Seeing, therefore, no Utility accruing to the Public from the 


Office of the Chamberlains, beyond the Labour of a ſingle Clerk, 
but, on the contrary, a conſiderable Charge incurred annually, 
in ſupporting Two Chamberlains, and a Tally Cutter, Three 
Sinecures, at the Expence, in the Year 1780, of One thouſand 
Four hundred and Twelve Pounds Two Shillings and Ten Pence ; 
and the whole Office at the Expence of Three thouſand and 
Sixty-four Pounds Nine Shillings and Six Pence; we are of 
Opinion, that Public Prudence requires the Suppreſſion of this 
Office, and the Subſtitution of another Kind of Receipt in the 
Place of the Tally. 

The chief, if not the only, preſent Duty of the Uſher, 1s to 
ſupply the Treaſury and Exchequer with Stationary and Turnery 
Ware, and a Variety of other Articles, and the Exchequer 4 og 

Coals, 
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Coals, and to provide Workmen for certain Repairs; he is, as i; 
were, a Factor to theſe Offices for particular Neceſſaries; on all 
which he has a Profit. The Amount of the Four Liberates, which 
contained all the Articles provided by him, with the Bills for 
Repairs in the Year 1980, was Fourteen thouſand Four hundred 
and Forty Pounds Three Shillings and Six Pence; out of which 
the Profits to the Uſher were Five thouſand Two hundred Fifty. 
two Pounds Eight Shillings and Four Pence: So that, ſuppoſing 
all theſe Articles could have been purchaſed, and the Repairs 
done, as cheap without the Intervention of the Uſher (and no 
Reaſon appears why they might not) the Public paid Fourteen 
thouſand Four hundred and Forty Pounds Three Shillings and 
Six Pence for what were really worth but Nine thouſand One 
hundred Eighty-ſeven Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Two Pence; 
that is, near Forty per Cent. more than they would have paid, 
had no ſuch Office exiſted as that of the Uſher. 

As whatever is wanted for Public Uſe ſhould be purchaſed at 
the Firſt Hand, and at as cheap a Rate as may be, we think 
it neceſſary for the Public Intereſt that the Office of the Uſher 
of the Exchequer ſhould be diſcontinued, as expenſive and un- 
neceſſary; and that every principal Officer ſhould procure all 
Articles requiſite for his own Department, and for that Purpoſe 
be paid by the Public an annual Allowance proportioned to the 
Wants of his Office; a Method now practiſed in the Paymaſter 
General's, and in various other Offices. 

The Teller's is One Office, at the Head of which are placed Four 
Officers, independent of each other, each preſiding over his own 
diſtinct Diviſion, but none of them contributing to the Execution 
of any Part of the Buſineſs. It is expedient, that in an Office of 
this Importance, ſome Perſon of Rank and Reſponſibility ſhould 
preſide, to ſuperintend, direct, and control the Execution, wit 
an Appointment adequate to his Conſequence and Station in the 
official Scale, leaving to ſubordinate Officers and Miniſters the 
laborious Detail of the Execution ; but no Advantage 1s derived 
to the Public from placing Four inoperative Officers at the 
Head of this One Office. 

Judging then, as we muſt do, ſolely by the Rule of Publie 
Frugality, and ſuppoſing the Nation to ſtand in need of every 
practicable Retrenchment, and conſequently to require the Re- 
duction of every uſeleſs and expenſive Office, we are led neceſ- 
ſarily to conclude, that, as the Public Service receives no Aſſiſt- 
ance or Advantage from the Labours of the Tellers, and the 
Public Treaſure will find a conſiderable Increaſe from their 
Emoluments, the Public intereſt requires their Number :hould 


be reduced, 
Whatever 
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Whatever Reaſons there may be for continuing theſe, and other 
Offices mentioned above; whether drawn from Policy or Expedi- 
ence; as a Reſource for the Reward of Services, in Preference to Pen- 
fions ; or from Juſtice, for continuing them during the Lives of the 
preſent Poſſeſſors only, in Favour of the Rights of private Proper- 

or whether it would be proper to change them again from 
Offices for Life to Offices during Pleaſure ; all theſe are Topicks 
not within the Ltmits of our Commiſſion, but for the Diſcuſſion 
of the Legiſlature ; whoſe Deliberations comprehend Arguments 
drawn from every Source.—But, in whatever Shape they may be 

itted to continue, every Reaſon of Prudence demands the 
Reduction of their Emoluments, from an Exceſs to a reaſonable 
limited Standard. | 

There are hkewiſe in this Office of the Tellers Four Officers, 
under the Denomination of Second Clerks, who are merely nominal, 
without Attendance, without Buſineſs, Care, or Trouble; but 
they have Fees, and to no inconſiderable Amount: In the Year 
1780, the Total of them was Five thouſand Five hundred and 
Eighteen Pounds Eight Shillings and Four Pence, and were either 
paid to, or to the Uſe of the Perſons named to theſe Offices, or 
mcreaſed the Profits of the Tellers themſclves. Whatever Pre- 
tenſions a ſuperior Officer may have to an Exemption from Du- 

and Service, a Sinecure 1s repugnant to the Idea of the Con- 
dition of a Clerk in Office, and therefore we are of Opinion, 
that common Senſe requires the Suppreſſion of the Offices of the 
Second Clerks to the Tellers. 

We have ranged the Emoluments of theſe Offices, under the 
Heads of Salaries, Fees, and Gratuities. From our Examina- 
tion into the State of the Salaries, many of them appear to be 
made up of a Variety, and ſometimes of very ſmall Payments,

ariſing out of different Funds; of the inferior Clerks, ſeveral 


pay over, either the Whole, or Portions of their Salaries, or Fees, 
to increaſe the Profits of other Clerks ; all which 1s contrary to 
that Simplicity and Regularity that ought to be obſerved in 
every Office, and may be eaſily corrected by a Regulation we 
ſhall hereafter propoſe. | 

The Fees are either Sums paid for tranſacting particular Kinds 
of official Buſineſs, or a Poundage : The Firſt Sort of Fecs fall, 
m many Caſes, very heavy upon Individuals; in ſome Cafes they 
fall upon the Public: It would be much for the Benefit of both, 
as well as for the Honour of Government, that all Perſons 
employed in the Public Service, and who mult of Neceſſity have 
recourſe to Offices for Inſtructions, Inſtruments, and other offi- 
cial Buſineſs eſſential to the Execution of their Employraents, 


I ſhould 
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Mould be furniſhed with all neceſſary Materials, and have their 
Buſineſs done in every Office, without Fee or Reward : The Re- 
gulation hereinafter — will, if adopted, be attended with 
this good Effect. 

Ihe Poundage is the moſt fruitful Source of Fees to moſt of 
the ſuperior, and to ſome of the inferior Officers; it is a Pay- 
ment, after ſome certain Rate in the Pound, upon the Sum re- 
ceived, or iſſued, or contained in ſome official Inſtrument mad. 
out in the Office and delivered to the Perſon applying. 

In ancient Times, when the Tranſaction was an actual Deli. 
very of Money, and that Money conſiſted of Coin of various 
Denominations and Value, and poſſibly clipt, or of doubtful 
Weight, the Trouble and Attention of the Perſon employed in 
the Receipt or Payment increaſed with the Sum; and therefore 
the Poundage was a Mode of Reward that bore a Proportion 
to the Labour: But in theſe Times, when all Money Tranſac- 
tions are carried on, not by the Medium of Caſh, not by the 
Talc or Weight of current Coin, but by the Subſtitution of 
Paper, by Cath Notes, Drafts, or Bills to any Amount; ſince 
the clear and conciſe Method of the Debtor and Creditor Ac- 
count has been ſo univerſally introduced to Practice, an Increaſc 
in the Magnitude of the Sums, though to a vaſt Amount, is the 
Addition of a few Figures, or of a few Entries, only; and the 
Increaſe of Trouble ariſing from it is too inconſiderable to be 


_ eſtimated. The Examination of Mr. Cowper, who attends dails 


at the Exchequer, on the Part of the Bank, ſhews us with what 
Eaſe, Perſpicuity, and Exactneſs, the various and moſt exten- 
ſive Receipts and Payments of the Public Revenue are tranſacted 
there, by the Intervention of the Bank, with whom the princi- 
pal Offices of Receipt, and ſeveral of the greater Accountants, 
keep their Caſh : 'The Tranſactions there, of each Day, are carried 
on, not in Coin told or weighed by the Tellers, but by the In- 
terchange of Caih Notes, or by the bare Entries of the Sums re- 
ceived and paid; and that Account being made up when the 
Tranſactions of the Day are finiſhed, the Balance only is either 
taken out of, or depoſited in, the Teller's Cheſts, in Exchequer 
Bills, or labelled Bags of Caſh, according as that Balance turns 
out in Favour of, or againit, the Bank. | | | 

Beſides this Facility in conducting Money Tranſactions, 4 


Courſe of Years has introduced, and very rapidly within theſe 


few Years, another Alteration, molt ſenſibly felt in this Payment 
by Poundage. In its firſt Eſtabliſhment, the Revenue of this 
Kingdom was not conſiderable, and the Profits of the Poundage 


exceeded not the Earnings of the Officer; but in theſe later Toun 
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the Neceſſities of the State have required a Revenue far eyond 


the Imagination of our Anceſtors. In the Year under our Con- 
templation, the Receipt of the . 7 was Thirty-one Million 
Eight hundred Twenty-one thouſand One hundred Ninety-five 
pounds; the Iſſue, Thirty Million Three hundred Eighty-four 
thouſand Eight hundred thirty-cight Pounds: On ncar Sixteen 
Million, was a Poundage paid to diſferent Branches of that Office, 
amounting, as much of it as we could extract from the Returns, 
and which is not the Whole, to Sixty-two thouſand Two hundred 
Twenty-five Pounds ; of which much the greateſt Part was paid 
to Officers for tranſacting either very little, or no Buſineſs at all. 
The Total of the Emoluments accruing in that Year to the in- 
effective Officers of the Exchequer, amounted to Forty-five 
thouſand Three hundred and Thirty-two Pounds. 

But the Exceſs of this Poundage reaches beyond the ſuperior 

Claſs ; it ſwelled the Profits of a ſingle Officer, not the Principal 
in the Department, to a tum nearly equal to what ſupported an 
entire Office of equal Expenditure for the whole Year. The 
Nett actual Receipt of the Caſhier alone, in the Pay Office of the 
Army, was Seven thouſand One hundred Seventy-five Pounds 
Nineteen Shillings and Six Pence: The Nett Receipt of the whole 
Pay Office of the Navy, was Seven thouſand Nine hundred 
Thirty-eight Pounds; and it would have been inferior to that of 
the Caſhier, had he at the Time of his Examination received 
the Whole of his Income for that Year. 
Since then, on the one Hand, the Improvements of the Age 
have taken away the Foundation upon which this Species of 
Reward was built, it is but reaſonable the Superſtructure ſhould 
fall with it; and, on the other Hand, the Exigencies of the Age 
having converted what was deſigned to be the Reward of Induſtry, 
into the Means of rendering ſome Offices lucrative to Exceſs, and 
of ſupporting others that are uſeleſs to the Public, the Subject has 
a Right to be relieved of that Burthen; and therefore we are 
of Opinion, that all Poundage Fees, of every Kind ſoever, ſhould 
be ſuppreſſed and totally aboliſhed: And of this Opinion was 
the Privy Council; who, by their Order in the Year 1695, above 
alluded to, ſhewed their Senſe of a Poundage, by directing it, in 
Inſtances therein mentioned, to be ſuppreſſed in the Office of 
the Treaſurer of the Navy. 

The remaining IIead 1s that of Gratuities ; a Species of Emo- 
lumeni verw liable to Abuſe : It may be a Reward for Civility, 
Favour, or extra Service; it may be alſo the Purchaie of undue 
Preference, Expedition, and, in ſome Caſes, of Procraſtination; 
flowing, at firit, {rom the Liberalitv of Opulence, the Oſten- 
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tation of Vanity, or the Deſign of Cunning, it very ſoon aſſumes 
the Name of Cuſtom, and becomes a Claim, ſubmitted to, to 
avoid the Imputation of Meanneſs, and frequently to the great 
Inconvenience of contracted Circumſtances : Nor is it confined to 
Individuals only ; the Public pay their Share: In the Payments 
out of the Deductions of Twelve Pence in the Pound, there are 
Two Articles, making Six hundred Fifty-three Pounds Twelve 
Shillings and Eight Pence, diſtributed by the Paymaſter General 
of the Forces in Gratuities: The Public Voice unites with that 
of Individuals, in demanding a Suppreſſion of a Species of Emo- 
tament fo caſfily perverted to Purpoſes injurious to the Intereſt 
of both. 

But there is One other Sort of Gratuity, that requires particu- 
lar Obſervation ; that 1s, what 1s paid to the Officers and Clerks 
in the Pay Office of the Navy and Army, for carrying on and 
making up the Accounts of the Treaſurer and Paymaſter Gene- 
ral after their Reſignation. It ſhould ſeem, that in every Office 
of Accounts, the balancing the Books every Year, and as ſoon as 

oſſible after the Expiration of that Year, is a Duty incumbent 
upon the Perſons employed in that Office ; or Difficulty, Con- 
fuſion, and Ignorance of the real State of their Accounts, muſt 
enſue ; it is an eſſential Part of their conſtant yearly Buſineſs, 
for which their annual Stipends are or ſhould be an adequate 
Reward ; and the preſiding Officer is bound to ſee that this 
Buſineſs is done: But in theſe Two Offices a different Syſtem 
has prevailed : During the Time the Treaſurer or Paymaſter 
General has continued in Office, not One of his Year's Accounts 
has been ever made up; and 1t has been the Intereſt of the 
Officers not to make them up; if they had, it muſt have been 
conſidered as Part of their official Buſineſs, and paid for by their 
yearly Emoluments ; but, by delaying it for Ten or Fifteen 
Years, they crave, on the Ground of Cuſtom, and obtain of the 
Treaſury, a ſpecial Allowance for this Buſineſs, as for extra Service 
they were not bound to perform. The final Accounts of Lord 
Holland, ending in June 1765, are at length near being cloſed; 
and the Treaſury Allowance for making them up has been 
craved and allowed: This recent Tranſaction, compleated ſince 
the ſuing our Precept for an Account of theſe Allowances, con- 
fiſts of the Memorial to the Treaſury, by the acting Executor 
of Lord Hzl/and; the Diſtribution of Eleven thouſand Three hun- 


- dred and Twenty Pounds amongſt the Officers, and the Sum 


of Three thouſand Six hundred Sixty-five Pounds Ten Shillings 
and Six Pence for incidental Charges, craved by the Memorial; 


and His Majeſty's Warrant authorizing theſe Allowances. If the

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Profits of this Office laſt Year equalled the Profits of the pre- 

ceding Year, as they probably did, the Addition of this Allow- 

ance would have increaſed the actual Nett Receipt of the whole

The Memorial ſtates ** theſe Accounts to be intricate and 
„ voluminous, and to amount to above Forty-five Million Nine J. 4 5,999,900. 
hundred thouſand Pounds; notwithſtanding which, they have 
« been made up by the Officers and Clerks mentioned in the 
Diſtribution, without any Expence to the Public for additional 
« Aſſiſtance or Allowance.” If they have been made up in the 
Courſe of theſe laſt Years, the Load of annual current Buſineſs 
in this Office, during the 1 ime of Lord Holland, could have been 
no Impediment to their being made up at that Time, or ſoon after 
his Reſignation, and with much greater Eaſe, whilſt the Tranſ- 
actions were recent and freſh in their Memories.

iſſued to the Army, Forty-ſeven Million Nine hundred Twenty FZ, 47.920, 786. 
thouſand Seven hundred Eighty-ſix Pounds; together, One hun- 
dred Twenty-three Million Six hundred Forty- ſix thouſand Five /.. 123,646,591. 
hundred Ninety-one Pounds (not including Ten Million Six . 10,047. 139. 
hundred Forty-ſeven thouſand One hundred Eighty-eight Pounds, N 75. 
iſſued to the Navy, and Eight Million One hundred Twenty-one /,. 8, 127,5. 
thouſand Pounds to the Army, to the End of the laſt Year) is as 
yet unaccounted for; and for the making up of theſe Accounts, 
if this Cuſtom is ſuffered to continue, Nine more Gratuities are 
to be craved of the Public. How much then does it behove them 
that this Evil ſhould be corrected ! an Evil that furniſhes ano- 
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Arrears in the Accounts of theſe Offices, in order for their ſpeedy 
Completion. 


Having thus ſtated the Miſchiefs attending the preſent Eſta- 
bliſhment, both to the Public and Indinduals, and the Reaſon: 
for aboliſhing the multifarious Emoluments, by which theſe 
Offices are now ſupported, it remains for us to propoſe ſuch a 
Regulation as appears beſt calculated to avoid the like Miſ- 
chiefs, and moſt beneficial to the Public Service. 

We are of Opinion, that in the Place of all theſe Salaries, 
Fees, and Gratuities, there ſhould be ſubſtituted and annexed 
to each of theſe Offices, of whatever Rank or Denomination, 
One certain Salary, paid to the Officer by the Public Quarterly, 
and free of all Deductions ; this Salary ſhould be an ample Com- 

nſation for the Service required; and the Quantum eſtimated 

y the various Qualifications and Circumſtances neceſſary for the 
Execution, and which together form the Title to Reward. 

By this Regulation, the Officer will know his Income, the Public 
will know their Expence ; and Uniformity and Equality will be 
introduced in the Proviſions for Officers of equal Rank and Sta- 
tion in ſimilar Offices. The Induſtry of ſome. Perſons requires 
the Spur of Profits continually flowing in, or the Hopes of In- 
creaſe ; others prefer the Certainty of a known, ſure Income, 
paid at ſtated Times: No Arrangement can ſuit the Diſpeſition; 
or Occafions of all Men; but Time and Uſage will ſoon reconcile 
One reaſonable Rule, extended through theſe Departments ot 
Government. 

Notwithſtanding this Regulation throws upon the Public the 
whole Expence of theſe Offices, which are at preſent ſupported in 
Part by Individuals, yet, by adopting it, that whole Expence 
will become leſs than the Sum it now coſts the Public; for that 
Sum is ſo great, as to afford every liberal Salary, and yet leave no 
inconſiderable Saving: Not that this is the only Saving propoſed 
by the Regulation ; the Public at preſent bear a much great- 
er Share of the Burthen than is obvious at the firſt View: 
Beſides Fees and Gratuities paid by Public Offices, and refunc- 
ed to them out of Public Money, many Payments, though made 
by Individuals, are charged by them ultimately to the Account 
of the Public. For In{tance, the Contractor, when he calcu- 
lates the Terms upon which he may ſafely engage with Govern- 
ment, muſt eſtimate every Article of Profit and Loſs, conſe- 


. quential to his Bargan ; to the Account of the latter, he __ 
a 


ther weighty Reaſon, in Addition to thoſe urged in our former 
Reports, for proceding immediately to bring forward the long 
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all his Charges, and amongſt them, the long Catalogue of Fees, 
certain and uncertain; the firſt he knows, the laſt he will cal- 
culate not to his own Diſadvantage; and if, by them, he can 
rocure Credit, or Preference, or Expedition, he will charge them 
to Government at their full Price: If this IIead of various Ex- 
pences was blotted out of his Column of Charges, by io much 
would the Terms of his Contract be more favourable to the 
Public. | 

But, beſides this, ſo very various and extenſive are the Ope— 
rations of Government, that the Number of Perſons employed 
in their Service conſtitute a very conſiderable Body of the People; 
and their Relief is a Public Concern. If, by diſcharging an 
Office, at preſent paid by a Salary from thoſe Fees and Deductions 
to which it is now ſubject, that Salary ſhould become greater 
than the Office ought in Reaſon to have annexcd to it, it may 
eaſily be regulated and reduced to its proper Standard. 

We have ſaid, the Salary ſhould be paid free of all Deduc- 
tions; that is, as far as is conſiſtent with the Laws in being. 
The Salaries and Fees of Office are at preſent ſubject, by Three 
Acts of Parliament, to the Land Tax, the Sixpenny, and the 
One Shilling Duties ; whoever takes a View of the above Statc 
of the official Profits, will not wonder they ſhould be deemed 
by the Legiſlature a fit Subject of Taxation ; and, under the 
Syſtem then in Uſe, no other Mode of Taxation could well be 
contrived but that adopted in thoſe Acts, though attended with 
Inequality, and, in many Caſes, with Hardſhip; had One known 
Salary been at that Time the Pay of Office, and the Neceſſities of 
the State required the Aid of every Subject, in Proportion to 
his Faculties, it is poſſible a Diminution of the Salary, before 
it ſued, might have appeared a more eligible, more equal, and 
leſs expenſive Mode of Taxation, than paying it intire out of the 
Exchequer, and then bringing back again a Part of it, delayed 
and defalcated by a Variety of Deductions in 1ts Circuit ; but, 
as it is, the Sums at preſent aſſeſſed upon theſe Offices muſt con- 
tinue to be paid; becauſe, otherwiſe, in the Land Tay, it will 
occaſion a Deficiency in the Sum to be raiſed by that Diviſion in 
which the Office is aſſeſſed; and in the other Duties, it wl di- 
miniſhi the Funds created by thoſe Acts, and conlequentir, the 
Security of the Creditors upon thoſe Funds. The Land Tas 
and Duties are now paid by the Officers, at ſtated i imes, to 
the Collectors and Receivers: If the Mode of Payment by a cen. 
Salary is adopted, the Total Sum, now alictied upon all the 
Officers in One Office, may ſtill continue to be pid as One Sum, 
in like Manner, out of the ſame Fund with the Salaries them-

We have ſaid, the Salaries ſhould be annexed to the Office; it 
-ought to be a full and competent Recompence for the Execution, 
and no more; the Whole of it ought to be paid to the Perſon 
who executes, independent of the Officer who preſides, but who 
ſhould :ftill retain the ſame Power of Appointment, and the 
ſame Control, that he now exerciſes over the inferior Officer. 
Where the Profits exceed what the Officer is in Reaſon entitled to, 
the Overplus ſhould be aboliſhed, and the Public reap the Be- 
nefit, not a Perſon who earns no Part of it. 

In the Pay Office of the Army, ſome of the Offices of the 
Deputy Paymaſters Abroad are Smecures : Though Deputies 
themſelves, they execute theſe Offices by their Deputies ; being 
themſelves engaged in very different Employments under Go- 
vernment. 

Inſtances are not wanting, in all thefe Offices, to warrant this 
Regulation of Payment by a Salary : The Treaſurer of the Na- 
vy, and his Paymaſter, the Paymaſter General of the Forces, 
the Paymaſters of Exchequer Bills, and their Officers, are all 
paid by Salaries only; and why the ſame Rule may not be 
extended to the reſt, no ſufficient Reaſon has hitherto occur- 
red to us. It might ſeem too ſanguine, to ſuggeſt how far this 
Rule may be applied to other Offices, without a previous Exa- 
mination into their peculiar Circumſtances ; and yet the Advan- 
tage it holds out to the Public, its Simplicity, and Aptitude to bt 
accommodated to all Offices, however diſtinguiſhed, afford great 
Reaſon to believe it may be applied to every Department of Go- 
vernment. | 

The Principal of Oeconomy, by which we have been guided, 
has led us to the Concluſions we have formed, and the Regula- 
tions we have ſubmitted to the Wiſdom of Parliament ; Conclu- 
ſions ſtrictly deduced from that Principle; and Regulations 
made neceſſary by the preſſing Exigencies of the Times.

Douglas, Eſquire, is. C. 500 ; and he received, from 24th December 1779 to 
25th December 1780, nett J. 462. 10; but no Fee or Gratuity. 

That J. 500 was the old Salary, and re-confirmed by Order in Council 
Anno 1699. Since 1756 the Paymaſter does the Work of Caſhier and Ac- 
comptant, without Allowance for or Benefit from it. Neither has he any 
Allowance or Benefit for ſoliciting, receiving, and paying, all the Monies 
for the Marine Service; which became an additional Branch of his Duty, 
on the Marines being placed under the Direction of my Lords Commil- 
ſioners of the Admiralty. 

The encloſed Paper, N' x, is the Account of the Salaries, Fees, and 
Gratuities, received by the reſpective Clerks in the Caſhier's Branch;

PAYMASTER's BRANCH. 


There are no Fees or Gratuities authorized or demanded ; but, for 
Want of Copper, it has for Time immemorial been cuſtomary, in 
paying the Wages of Officers and Seamen, and of Artificers in His 
Majeſty's Dock Yards, to retain the Pence under Six, Pence ; and in re- 
ſpect of the latter, particularly, the Notes which the Clerk of the Checque 
gives to the Workmen, to ſpecify the Amount of their reſpective 
Wages, always leave out ſuch Pence. This has ever been conſidered as 
a Fund for making good Over-payments, and other Miſtakes that muſt 
unavoidably happen, where Buſineſs is carried on in the extreme Hu 
in which theſe Payments are uſually made; the Conſequences of which 
always fall on the Clerks who make them; and alſo in diſcharging the 
Expences attending the Payments of the Yards. When the Sums to be 
paid are very ſmall, inſtead of taking the odd Pence, they are generally 
increaſed to Six Pence in Favour of the Party. 

It has likewiſe, for Time immemorial, been uſual for Chaplains, Sur- 
geons, and Purſers, or their Agents, to make a ſmall Compliment or Ac- 
knowledgment to the Clerks, who at their Riſk, and at extra Hours, adjuſt 
their refpective Four Pences, Two Pences, and Venereal Cures, and 
Tobacco- Money; this Perquiſite is entirely at the Option of the Officer, 
and has for many Tears paſt been reduced to about Half of what was 
originally given. 

The Allowance of Extra, is for attending Payments, and making up 
Ships and Yard Books; and that under the Head of Telling Money, is 
on Account of doing that Buſineſs at the Bank, in which there is always a 
Riſk both in Tale and Weight. 

The following Account is compiled with ſuch Exactneſs, that every 
Clerk is ready to authenticate the Truth of it in any Manner that may be 
thought proper.

g fice of the Paymaſter to the Treaſurer of the Navy, is F ighty 
Pounds a Year, fubje& to the Deduction of Six Pence in the Pound: 
He has, beſides his Salary, an extra Allowance, at the Rate of Seven Shil- 
lings a Day, for attending Payments of Wages and the Yards, which has 
been an uſual Allowance before, as he has been informed, and ever 
ſince he has been in the Office ; he has alſo a Perquiſite under the De- 
ſcription of Odd Pence ; it has always been cuſtomary for all the Clerks em- 
ployed in the Payment of the Officers, Seamen, and Artificers in the Dock 
Yard, to retain for their own Uſe the odd Pence, under Six Pence, in 
every Payment ; in Conſideration of which, each Clerk is bound to make 
good any Miſtakes made by him in the Payments; ſuch Miſtakes do 
ſometimes happen in the Hurry of Payment: But where the Payments 
are ſmall, and the Perſon appears to be an Object, the odd Pence are 
not deducted, but increaſed in his Favour to even Money. He has another 
Perquiſite, which is a Gratuity paid by the Chaplains, Surgeons, and 
Purſers, for caſting and paying their ſeveral Shares of the Deductions 
made out of the Seamen's Wages; this Gratuity is uſually at the Rate 
of One Guinea per Cent. The Sum of Three hundred and Five Pounds 
Five Shillings and Ten Pence is the whole Amount of the Profits for 
executing the Duties of his Office, received by him between the 24th 
of December 1779 and the 25th of December 1780. The Liſt of the Sa- 
laries, Allowances, and other Emoluments, received by the Clerks in the 
Paymaſter's Branch, dated the 6th of Auguſt laſt, ſigned by him, and 
tranſmitted to this Office, contains, as he believes, the Names, Salaries,

HIS Examinant ſaith, That his Salary, as Caſhier of the Victualling, 
is One hundred and Fifty Pounds a Year, ſubject to the Duties of 
One Shilling, and of Six Pence in the Pound, which make a Deduction of 
Eleven Pounds Five Shillings; this Annual Salary was cſtabliſhed in 
or about the Year 1700, by the Authority of the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty. 

The Commiſſioners of the Victualling make out Bills of the Salaries of 
the Officers and Clerks in the Victualling Office Quarterly, and then aſſign 
them for Payment upon the Treaſurer of the Navy, out of the Fund 
which ariſes from old Stores : In this Manner his Salary is paid. 

He has no Fee, Gratuity, or Reward whatever, except what ariſes from 
the Payment of a particular Species of Bills, called in the Office Perfect 
Bills; and in the. Payment of which it was before he went into the 
Office, and has ſince continued to be, the Practice, to deduct, as a Per- 
quilite to the Caſhier, the odd Pence above a Shilling, the Caſhier charg- 
ing the odd Pence in the Bill as paid, but in Fact, not paying any 
Fractions of a Shilling. In Time of Peace, this Perquiſite has not ex- 
ceeded Thirty Pounds Annually, but in Time of War it is more; and be- 
tween the 24th of December 1779, and the 25th of December 1780, amount- 
ed to Sixty-four Pounds Two Shillings and Nine Pence. There is, to his 
Knowledge, no other Authority for this Deduction, than the Uſage of the 
Office.

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The EXAMINATION of Edward Wilford, Eſquire, Firſt Clerk in 
the Office of the Auditor of the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer ; 
taken upon Oath, 31ſt OZober, 1ſt, 7th, and zoth November, 1781. 


HIS Examinant ſaith, That he executes the Office of Firſt Clerk to 

the Auditor of the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer : He was ap- 
pointed in Writing by the Auditor, the Duke of Newcaſtle ; and was ap- 
proved of and ſworn in by the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, purſuant 
to the Act of Parliament. He has been in the Office of the Auditor about 
Forty Years. ; Ns 

The Duke of Newcaſtle is appointed Auditor for Life by a Conſtitution 
under the Hands and Seals of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury ; he ex- 
ecures this Office himſelf, and not by Deputy; it is his Buſineſs to ſuper- 
intend all Matters relative to the Office; to ſign all Exchequer Bills, Or- 
ders, Debentures, and Patents; and all other Inſtruments which paſs this 
Office. He does not himſelf receive from the Individuals any of the 
Profits ; they are received by his Firſt Clerk, and accounted for to him 
every Month. 

The Buſineſs of this Office is to keep a daily Account of all the Money 
received into and iſſued out of the Exchequer, under the various Heads 
of Duties; to make up every Week an Account of the Receipts, Iſſues, 
and Remains, of every Duty, and to tranſmit a Copy of it to the Treaſury ; 
and to make up and ſend to the Treaſury, an Half Yearly Declaration, 
containing an Account of all the Receipts and Iflues during that Half 
Year, with the Remains. The Auditor has a Clerk conſtantly attending in 
the Tally Court, who takes an Account daily ef the Receipts, and brings 
it to the Firſt Clerk. No Iſſue can be made but by Warrant, Order, 
Debenture or Bill ; all of which paſs through the Hands of the Firſt Clerk, 
and give him Knowledge of the Iſſues.

The EXAMINATION of Edward Roberts, Eſquire, Deputy 
Clerk of the Pells; taken upon Oath the 23d, 25th, 3oth OZober, and 


6th of November, 1781. 


H1S Examinant ſaith, That he executes the Office of Deputy and 
Firſt Clerk to Sir Edward Walpole, Clerk of the Pells ; it has not 
been uſual, as he believes, ever ſince the Beginning of this Century, for 
the Clerk of the Pells himſelf to tranſact any Part of the Buſineſs of this 
Office; it is now, and has been as long as he remembers, carried on ſclely 
by the Deputy. 'This Office conſiſts of the Clerk of the Pells, his De- 
puty and Firſt Clerk, and Fourteen Under Clerks, One of which (the 
Clerk of the Introitus) has Fees, but no Salary ; Thirteen of them have 
Salaries at his Pleaſure ; and to the Clerk of the Declarations he allows a 
Portion of his own Fees, for entering, examining, and ſigning Impreſt 
Rolls. | 
It is the Buſineſs of this Office to enter and record all Money paid into 
or iſſued out of the Exchequer; to record all Inſtruments that relate to 
the iſſuing of Money, and to take Care that no Money is iſſued without a 
proper Authority. He has in his Cuſtody a Key to the Tellers Cheſts, and 
attends Daily the opening the ſame, whenever the Tellers receive or pay 
Money ; he examines into the State of the Caſh, and every Week makes 


2 an Account of the Receipts, Iſſues, and Remains, on every particular 
e 


ad of Revenue, of which there are now above Two hundred and 
Seventy, and tranſmits it to the Treaſury. Every Half Year he makes a 
Declaration, engroſſed upon Parchment, of all the Receipts and Iſſues 
during that Half Year, of which One Copy is kept in the Office, 
and One tranſmitted to the Treaſury: He likewiſe, Twice a Year, 
examines, enters, and figns the General Impreſt Roll of all Perſons who 
have received Money upon Account; likewite the particular Impreſt Roll 
for every Accountant who applies for it. 

The Emolumeats, accruing to the Clerk of the Pells from this Office, 
conſiſt of Allowances and Fees, and ſome ſmall Gratuities ; all of which 
are received by the Deputy, and accounted for to the Principal. The Al- 
lowances are certain Payments; ſome, for the Management of Annuities 
created by various Acts of Parliament, and paid out of the Funds appli- 
cable to the Payment of thoſe Annuities ; others, by Conti tution or an- 
cient Uſage, and paid out of the Civil Liſt : All of theſe are paid to him 
by Order or Debenture, made out, ſome Annually, ſome Half Yearly, ſome 
Quarterly, by virtue of the General Letters Patent dormant. The Sum 
Total received by the Clerk of the Pells, under this Head of Allowances, 
from Michaelmas 1779 to Micbaelmas 1780, amounted to One thouſand Six 
hundred and Three Pounds Eleven Pence; out of which were deducted fur 


the Duties of One Shilling and of Six Pence in the Pound, One *

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and Twenty Pounds Eight Shillings and Eleven Pence; which reduced it 
to One thouſand Four hundred and Eighty-two Pounds Twelve Shillings. 
He is entitled to Fees, either upon the Receipt or the Iſſue of Money; 
thoſe upon the Receipt ariſe from the levying of Tallies, are received in the 
Tally Court, and conſiſt of nearly One Fourth Part of the whole Receipt in 
that Court: The Total of theſe Fees amounted, in the Period above- 
mentioned, to One hundred and Ninety-four Pounds Five Shillings and 
Ten Pence Halfpenny.

This Examinant further ſaith, That he is appointed to the Office of De- 
. puty, by Deed under the Hand and Seal of the Clerk of the Pells ; he is 
conſtituted his Firſt Clerk, by a ſeparate Inſtrument under his Hand, and 
approved of, and ſworn into that Office, by the Commiſſioners of the 
. Treaſury. 

The Profits of his Office ariſe from a Salary, Fees, and Gratuities. His 
Salary is Four hundred and Twenty Pounds a Year, paid him Quarterly by 
his Principal out of his Groſs Receipts. This has been the uſual Salary 
paid to the Deputy and Firſt Clerk ever ſince he has known the Office, and 
depends on the Will and Pleaſure of the Principal. His Fees conſiſt of a 
Rate of Two Shillings and Six Pence per Cent. upon One certain Ifſue, 
according to the Barons Report, and Ten Shillings a Skin for inrolling and 
ſigning Patents, and ſuch like Inſtruments; and One Pound One Shilling 
for every Conſtat of Seizures, and a ſmall Annual Allowance from the 
great Wardrobe, in lieu of Liveries. The Gratuities are received by him 
on New Year's Day, from various Offices, at their Option.

T HIS Examinant ſaith, That he is Clerk of the Introitus, in the Office 
of the Clerk of the Pells, and appointed by him. Ir is his Buſineſs to 
attend conſtantly in the Tally Court; to take an Account of and enter the 
Sums received by the Tellers from the Bills thrown down by them into 
that Court; to write, © Recorded” upon each Bill; to charge the Tellers with 
the Sums they receive; to examine and compare with the Entry the Tallies 
when read by the Chamberlains, to ſee that they agree; to enter theſe 
Receipts in a Book kept for that Purpoſe, and afterwards to inroll them. 

There is hung up in the Tally Court, a Table of the Fees due to the 
Officers and N the Clerk of the Pells, and his Clerk in the Tally 
Court, are entitled to One Fourth Part of thoſe Fees; except in the Article of 
Sheriffs Proffers, and ſome other trifling Exceptions, in which there is ſome 
Variance from that Rule of One Fourth. All theſe Fees ariſe from the 
levying of Tallies, and are paid by the Perſons applying for them. He and 
his Clerk are alſo entitled ro One Fourth Part of the Allowance made by 
the Treaſury to the Officers of the Tally Court, for Tallies of all Loans 
levied withour Fees. 

The Tally Court Fees are received by the Junior Deputy Chamberlain, 
and divided by him frequently. The Clerk of the Introitus receives from 
the Deputy Chamberlain, the Fourth belonging to the Office of the Pells, 
and accounts with the Deputy Clerk of the Pells for the Uſe of his Prin- 
cipal, for Four Pence each Tally.

There are alſo many other Annuities granted for Lives and Terms 
of Years, viz. 14 per Cent, Exciſe 1693, 5 Tonnage 1694, 9 per Cent. 1709,

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The Firſt and Second Clerks have no Salaries, but have Fees and Gra- 


tuities as hereinafter mentioned. 

The Under Clerks, being at preſent Three in each Office, receive Sala. 
ries from the Tellers in ſuch Proportions as their reſpeCtive Principals think 
proper to allow them. Theſe Salaries are often varied, according to the 
Merit and Service of each Clerk; and theſe Clerks have no Eſtabliſhment 
in the Office, and receive no other Emolument than their Salaries from their 
Tellers, and ſome ſmall Gratuities, which will be ſtated in the following 
Account. | 


Secondly, A State of the Fees. 


The Authority under which Fees are claimed by the Tellers and their 
Clerks, is ancient Uſage. 

In order to explain the Manner and the Proportion in which theſe Fees 
are taken, it will be neceſſary for us to refer you to the following Table of 
Fees, extracted verbatim from the Report of the Barons of the Exchequer, 
preſented by them to the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, 
purſuant to an Act of the Fourth Year of King William and Queen Mary ; 
and to make ſome Obſervations upon the preſent Practice of the Office, 
in Caſes where we deviate from the Rates ſet forth in the Baron's Report. 


Here follows ſo much of the Baron's Report as relates to the Teller's 
Office. 


We muſt obſerve, -that theſe Fees are paid by the Perſons who receive 
the Monies, and are not carried to the Account of the Public: And we 
mult add an old Table of Fees, taken by the Clerks for receiving Monies, 
to which the Barons ſeem to refer in their Report. This Table contains 
ſeveral Heads, not mentioned by the Barons, which conſiſt chiefly of 
Branches of the old Revenues of the Crown, which did not come under 
the Conſideration of the Barons of the Exchequer, ' becauſe their Report re- 
lated to the Aids and Supplies granted and to be granted by the Parlia- 
ment then ſitting. Theſe Fees form a-very inconſiderable Part of the Sum 
ſtared in this Account, as the Amount of the Fees taken :for receiving 
Money, called Bill Money. |

The Table of Fees allowed by the Barons of the Exchequer for iſſuing 
Money, is the Rule of our preſent Practice, except in the following In- 
ſtances, where Fees are either abated by old Agreements, or aboliſhed by 
Acts of Parliament. | | 

Firſt, The Fee allowed by the Barons, for Monies iſſued to the Land 
Forces, is now taken only for ſuch as ate iſſued for the voted Services; and, 
by an Agreement, made in the Year 1744, the Officers of the Exchequer, ia 
Conſideration of the Increaſe of the Army Services, and of their Fees there- 
upon, conſented to remit One Third Part upon the Extraordinary Services 
of the Army, which reduces the Tellers Fee to 3s. 9 d. per Cent. and the 
Clerks to 15. 22 d. per Cent. | 

Secondly, For Monies iſſued for Penſions to the Paymaſter of the Pen- 
fions (an Office created in the Year 1502, ſince the Barons made their Re- 
port) the Tellers and their Clerks have, by Agreement, abated their Fees, 
and have always taken the ſame Fee as the Queen's Treaſurer formerly 
| aid. 
F Thirdly, All Monies iſſued to the Queen's Treaſurer, Princes Cofferer, 
or to any of the Royal Family, are exempred from Fees, and all other 
Charges, by Acts of Parhament. 

Fourthly, The Commiſſioners and Officers of the Treaſury, and many 
others, are excuſed from paying Fees, by Courtely ; and Fees are fre- 
quently remitted in the Whole or in Part, upon Sums iſſued for charitable 


Uſes. 


We come now to the Account required by your Precept; namely, an 
exact State of the Fees received by each of the Four Tellers of the R.. 
ceipt of the Exchequer, and the Officers and Clerks in their Offices, with 


the Total Amount thereof received by each of the ſaid Officers and Clerts, 
H h during 
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during the Year 1780, reckoning the Year from Michaelmas 1779 to 


Michaelmas 1780, in order to make it conformable to the Method of 
making up the Accounts, according to the ancient Courſe of the 
Exchequer. And we beg Leave to premiſe, That the preſent Tellers, 
not being conſidered merely as executive Officers of the Adminiſtration of 
the Revenues, but holding their Offices by Grants made to their Anceſtors 
in Conſideration of Services rendered to the Crown, and to the Public, 
are impowered by their Patents to execute them by themſelves, or by 
ſufficient Deputies ; which Deputies have no Emolument as ſuch, but 
only the Profits ariſing from their Fees, as Firſt Clerks : Thar the Tellers 
Fees are equally divided among the Four Tellers; and that the Clerks 
Fees, for iſſuing Money, are divided in the ſame Manner among the Four 
Firſt and Four Second Clerks, the Four Firſt Clerks reſerving the Fees 
for receiving Monies called Bill Money, which are equally divided among 
them. 

In the Account which we now lay before you, we give you an exact State 
of the Receipts into the Exchequer, from Michaeimas 1779 to Michaelmas 
1780, amounting to the Sum of /. 31,821,195. 105. 44 d. including Ex- 
chequer Bills depoſited in the Tellers Offices as Caſh ; and of the Iſſues 
from thence during the ſame Period, amounting to the Sum of 
L. 30,384,338. 35. 21 d. 

We have diſtinguiſhed ſuch Iſſues as are ſudject to Fees from ſuch as 
are exempted from Fees by Uſage, Courteſy, or Acts of Parliament; and 
we hope that you will not think it improper for us to remark, that the 
Amount of the Fees, from Michae/mas 1779 to Michaelmas 1780, is not 
ro be conſidered as an Eftimate by which you can judge of the Annual 
Value of theſe Offices. 

The great Increaſe of the Fees ariſes from the very 


extraordinary Iſſues 


to the Army, Navy, and Ordnance, as well as to the additional Circum- 


ſtance, that near Five Quarters of the Civil Liſt were paid during that 
Period. 

In 1768, the Tellers Fees amounted to no more than C. 2,541. 185. 64. 
to each Teller, and the Clerks Fees to /. 470. 45. 8d. to each of the 
Firſt and Second Clerks; and whenever, by the Reſtoration of Peace, the 
public Expences are reduced to the ſame Eſtabliſhment, the Profits of 
theſe Offices, which depend upon the Annual Supplies granted in Parlia- 
ment, will not exceed the Amount of the Fees taken in the Year 1768.

and Four Guineas to the Junior Clerk in Mr. Pratt's Office, for his daily 
Attendance at locking up the Office where their Caſh is kept. | 

The South Sea Company diſtribute Annually Twenty Guineas among 
the Twelve Under Clerks. 

The Million Bank give a Guinea and a Halt to the Clerks in Mr. Pratt's 

Office, and Half a Guinea to thoſe in Lord Northington's ; in which Offices 
their Annuities are paid, for their Trouble in entering their Accounts, and 
taking Care of their Orders, 

The Receiver of the Sixpenny Duty, and the Receiver of the Land Tax 
upon Offices aſſeſſed in Weſtminſter, give each of them Ten Guineas Annu- 
ally to be diſtributed among the Under Clerks, for their Trouble in de- 
ducting thoſe Duties upon Payments in the Exchequer. The Receiver of 
the Tax upon Places and Penſions has ſometimes given them a imall Gra- 
tuity for their Aſſiſtance in the ſame Kind of Service. | 

There are no Fees taken by any of them for expediting Buſineſs, or 
demanded upon any Pretence ; and what they receive from the Companies 
and Perfons above-mentioned, are merely voluntary Gifts for any extraordi- 
nary Trouble.

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The EXAMINATION of Daniel Wray, Eſquire, Deputy and Firſt 
Clerk to the Earl of Hardwick, One of the Tellers of the Exchequer; 
taken upon Oath, the 12th, 13th, and 15th November 1781. 


T HI1S Fxaminant ſaith, That he is Deputy and Firſt Clerk to the Earl 

of Herdwick, the Senior of the Four Tellers of the Exchequer: He 
was appointed by Deputation, dated the 7th of Ocfober 1745 ; and, as Firſt 
Clerk, was approved of and ſworn into his Office by the Commiſſioners of 
the Treaſury, according to the Act of Parliament. | 

The Teller is appointed by the King, by Letters Patent, for the Term 
of his Life; and gives, as he 1s informed and beheves, Security to the 
Crown, if of Age, himſelf in Three Thouſand Pounds, and Two Sureties 
in Two thouſand Pounds each. The Office of Teller was granted to the 
preſent Poſſeſſors in Reverſion, and during their Minority. The Teller 
is empowered by his Patent to make a Deputy, wich Deputy tranſacts 
all the Buſineſs of the Office; the Teller himſelf does not, nor has it been 
uſual for him to execute any Part of it whatever. The Deputy gives Se- 
curity to the Teller as Deputy and Firſt Clerk, by Bond, himſelf in Five 
thouſand Pounds, and Two Sureties in Two thouſand Five hundred Pounds 
each. 

It is the Buſineſs of this Office, to receive, keep, and pay the Money 

belonging to the Public; every Perſon who pays Money into the Ex- 
chequer, enters in the Waſte Book, the Name of the Perſon who 1s to 
pay it, the Sum, and upon what Account; the Deputy Teller tranſcribes 
this Entry in the Waſte Book in Latin, upon a Piece of Parchment, called 
a Bill, ſigns it, and tranſmits it thro' a Pipe into the Tally Court. 
-. Upon Production of an Order or Debenture directed by the Auditor, 
and recorded by the Clerk of the Pells, the Deputy Teller pays to the 
Perſon applying, the Sum therein mentioned, raking his Receipt ; theſe 
Receipts and Payments are all entered in various Books every Day, the 
Receipts are agreed with the Clerk of the Pells, and the Payments with 
the Examiner of the Teller's Vouchers; the Teller agrees the weekly Cer- 
tificate which is tranſmitted to the Treaſury, with the Auditor and Clerk 
of the Pells; the Half Vearly Certificate is agreed in like Manner. The 
Public Money is kept in Cheſts, to which there are Three Keys, One kept 
by the Teller, One by the Clerk of the Pells, and One by the Chamber- 
lain, theſe Three attend whenever it is necetiary to open the Cheſts. 

This Office conſiſts of the Teller, the Deputy and Firſt Clerk, the 
Second Clerk, and Three Under Clerks, all of whom are appointed by 
the Teller. The Emoluments received by the Officers in this Office, 
conſiſt of a Salary, Allowances, Fees and Gratuities. The Tellers have 
cach an ancient Salary or annual Fee, the Senior Thirty-three Pounds Six 
Shillings and Eight Pence, and the Three Juniors Thing ene pans 

irteen 
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Thirteen Shillings and Four Pence, paid to them by Debenture Half 
Yearly : Each Teller has alſo a Fourth Part of certain annual Allowances, 
for the Payment of Clerks, made to them by the Commiſſioners of the 
Treaſury, by virtue of ſeveral Acts of Parliament, as a Recompence for 
the Trouble which the Management of the Annuitics created by thoſe 
Acts, give to the Office; which Fourth Part amounts to the Sum of 
Three hundred and Thirty-nine Pounds Fourteen Shillings and One 
Penny Farthing ; theſe Allowances are paid Quarterly by Debenture. 
The Teller has no Fee upon the Receipt of Money; his Fees ariſe from 
the Iſſue, and are grounded upon ancient Uſage ; they are paid to him by 
the Perſons receiving, according to a Table of Fees inſerted in the Barons 
Report, with the following Variations; for Money iſſued to the Army, 
the Rate in the Barons Table is Five Shillings and Seven Pence Two 
Tenths per Cent. which is the Rate now uſed for the voted Services; : but 
for the Extraordinaries, the Fee taken for the Teller, is Three Shillings 
and Nine Pence per Cent. only, for Annuities, Rewards, Sc. in the Barons 
Report, in which Penſions are underſtood to be included, the Rate is 
Two Pounds Ten Shillings per Cent.; but the Fees taken by the Teller 
for the Payments made to the Paymaſter of the Penſions, is only Three 
Shillings and Four Pence per Cent. being the Rate for the Queen's Trea- 
ſurer in the Barons Report. Money iſſued to the Queen's Treaſurer and 
the Princes Cofferer, though included in the Barons Report, are now 
exempt from Fees by Acts of Parliament, as is likewiſe Money iſſued 
to the Royal Family. The Fees ariſing from theſe Iſſues, are divided 
equally amongſt the Four Tellers every Quarter; One Fourth Part of which 
amounted in the Year, ending Michaelmas 1780, to Seven thouſand and 
Thirty- eight Pounds Fifteen Shillings and One Halfpenny. The Salary, 
Allowances, and Fees, amounted together, to Seven thouſand Four hun- 
dred and Eleven Pounds Fifteen Shillings and Nine Pence Three Far- 
things, and are the only Emoluments to which the Firſt Teller was in- 
titled in that Year. The Earl of Hardwick did not receive the Whole of 
the Salary of Thirty-three Pounds Six Shillings and Eight Pence; Mr. 
Townſhend, the then Senior Teller, dying within that Year, his Executors 
became entitled to a ſmall Part of the Difference between the Salary of 
the Senior and a Junior Teller. The Deputy Teller receives all the Profirs 
to which the Teller is entitled, and accounts for them with his Principal 
every Quarter; there are ſeveral Services for which Sums amounting to 
above Fourteen Millions were iſſued, upon which no Fees were taken in 
the Tellers Office, being exempt eder by Acts of Parliament, Uſage, or 
Courteſy. 

The Taxes paid in the laſt Year by Lord Hardwick, for his Office, 
amounted to Three hundred and Twenty-eight Pounds Twelve Shillings 
and Three Pence; he alſo paid tor Clerks and other Expences, Three 
hundred and Eighty-four Pounds Thirteen Shillings and One Penny Far- 
thing, amounting together to Seven hundred and Thirteen Pounds, Five 
Shillings and Four Pence F arthing; which reduced the Nett Profits of the 
Office of the Firſt Teller for the Year above-mentioned to Six thouſand Six 
hundred and Ninety-ſix Pounds Eleven Shillings and Nine Pence Halt- 
penny; to the beſt of his Knowledge and Belief, "the Earl of Hardzwick 2 

ceive 
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ceived no other Fee, Gratuity, or Emolument whatever, for the Profits of 
his Office during the ſaid Time, except as above-mentioned. 

Upon the Payment of Money, the Deputy Teller deducts all the Fees 
due to the Tellers and Clerks : he detains alſo the Land Tax, and the Shil- 
ling and Sixpenny Duties. The Fees are divided every Quarter equally 
among the Four Offices, the Taxes are paid to the ſeveral Receivers upon 
their Application. 

The Fees paid at this Time by the Paymaſter General of the Forces for 
all the Officers of the Exchequer, for the voted Services is One Penny Half- 
penny in the Pound; and for the Extraordinaries one Penny in the Pound. 
The Fee of One Penny Halfpenny is grounded upon the Baron's Report; 
which authorizes the ſame Fee for all Money, iſſued for Army Services: 
But he has heard, that ſince the Year 1744 a Fee of One Penny only has 
been taken for the Extraordinaries of the Army, in Conſequence of ſome 
Agreement entered into at that Time, between the Treaſury and the Of- 
ficers of the Exchequer. 

The Profits of the Firſt Clerk and Second Clerk ariſe from Fees and 
Gratuities ; the Deputy has no Emolument as ſuch, but only the Fees and 
Gratuities belonging to the Office of Firſt Clerk. Upon the Receipt, the 
Fees due to him are called Bill Money, and are in conſideration of his 
writing the Bills; they are received of the Perſons who pay in Money, 
either at a certain Rate per Bill, or at the Rate of Sixteen Pence per 
Thouſand Pounds, according to an ancient Table of Fees uſed in the Office. 
Theſe Fees belong to the Four Firſt Clerks only, and are equally divided 
amongſt them: the Share of each Clerk amounted in the Year ending at 
Michaelmas 1780, to One hundred and Eighty-two Pounds Nine Shil- 
lings. Upon the Iſſue, the Fees due to the Clerks are a certain Rate per 
Cent. ſimilar to thoſe due to the Teller, according to the Services for 
which the Money is iſſued, as inſerted in the Barons Report, with the like 
Variations and Exemptions. 

Theſe Fees are received from the Perſons to whom Money is paid; and 
are divided in equal Shares amongſt the Four Firſt and the Four Second 
Clerks. Theſe Fees amounted, in the Year ending at Michaelmas 1780, 
to Eleven thouſand and Thirty-ſix Pounds Sixteen Shillings and Eight 
Pence; One Eighth Part of which to each Clerk, was, One thouſand Three 
hundred and Seventy-nine Pounds Twelve Shillings and One Penny. 
Each Firſt Clerk has alſo an Annual Gratuity from ſome of the public 
Offices, amounting to Forty-ſix Pounds Four Shillings a Tear: theſe Fees 
and Gratuities received by him, as Firſt Clerk to Lord Hardwick in the 
Time above-mentioned, amounted to One thouſand Six hundred and Eight 
Pounds Five Shillings and One Penny; he allo received from his Principal, 
Three hundred and Thirty-nine Pounds Fourteen Shillings, which was the 
Allowance received by him for the Payment of Clerks; in Conſideration 
of which he pays the Three Under Clerks ; the Second Clerk, likewiſe, by 
Direction of the Teller, allowed out of his Share of his Fees to him as Firſt 
Clerk, Two hundred and Thirty Pounds, to make up the Deficiency of 
the Salaries paid by him to the Under Clerks, and as an additional Recom- 
pence for his Care and Trouble in the Execution of his Office. The Total 
of theſe Sums is Two thauſand One hundred and Seventy-ſeven Pounds

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Nineteen Shillings and One Penny; out of which he paid, for Taxes, Fifty- 
fix Pounds; and to tne Three Under Clerks, Four hundred Pounds ; and 
to Porters One Pound One Shilling; which reduced his clear Receipt to 
One thouſand Seven hundred and Twenty Pounds Eighteen Shillings and 
One Penny; the Whole of which Sum was received by him for his own Uſe, 
and was the Total Sum received by him for the Execution of this Office, 
during the Period above mentioned. 

This Examinant further ſaith, That ever ſince he has been in the Office, 
which is upwards of Thirty-ſix Years, the Second Clerk has never at- 
tended or done any Buſineſs in the Office; he always paid to the Perſon, 
nominated by the Teller as the Second Clerk, the Share of the Fees belong- 
ing to that Office, retaining to his own Uſe the Sum directed by the 
Teller, except during a Vacancy, when he paid it to the Teller himſelf. 
The Second Clerk's Fees amounted in the laſt Year to One thouſand 
Three hundred and Seventy-nine Pounds Twelve Shillings and One 
Penny, which was reduced by the Payment of Forty-two Pounds Ten Shil- 
lings for Taxes, and Two hundred and Thirty Pounds Allowance to the 
Firſt Clerk, and Five Shillings to the Porter, to One thouſand One hun- 
dred and Six Pounds Seventeen Shillings and One Penny ; which Sum he

him all the Emoluments which he is entitled to as Teller. For the Year 
ending at Michaelmas 1780, he received for Lord Northington, his Patent 
Fee of Thirty-one Pounds Thirteen Shillings and Four Pence, his Prepor- 
tion of Fees being Seven thouſand and Thirty-eight Pounds Fifteen 
Shillings and One Halfpenny ; his Share of the Allowances, paid pur-

He further ſaith, That as Deputy he receives no Payment whatever ; but 
as Firſt Clerk his Profits, conſiſting of the Bill Money, Fees upon the 
Iſſues, and Gratuities, amounted to One thouſand Six hundred and Eight 
Pounds Five Shillings and One Penny ; out of which he paid, for Taxes, 
Forty- ſeven Pounds Ten Shillings ; and for Gratuities, Five Pounds Fif- 
teen Shillings and Six Pence; and fince Mr. Pratt's Appointment to the 
Office of Teller, in Addition to the Pay of the Senior Under Clerk, at 
the Rate of One hundred Pounds a Year, he paid to him Thirty-ſcven 
Pounds Twelve Shillings and a Farthing ; which DeduCtions, amounting 
to Ninety Pounds Seventeen Shillings and Six Pence Farthing, reduces 
his clear Receipt to One thouſand Five hundred and Seventeen Pounds 
Seven Shillings and Six Pence Three Farthings ; which Sum he received 
to his own Uſe, and is the whole Amount of the Profits of this Office re- 
ceived by him during the ſaid Period. 

Ever fince he has been Deputy Teller, which is about Twenty-three Years, 
during the Time Mr. Townſhend was Teller, the Second Clerk attended and 
executed Part of the Buſineſs of the Office, and received, to his own Uſe, all 
the Fees of the Second Clerk, ſubject to the Payment of the Taxes only; 
there were then but Two Under Clerks, who were paid between them, the 
whole Allowance for Clerks, deducting the Six Penny Duty; and the Se- 
cond Clerk, Mr. Jenes, received all the Second Clerk's Fees that accrued 
in the Year above mentioned, till the Time of Mr. Townſhcrd's Death, 
which amounred to Fight hundred and One Pounds Two Shillings and 
One Penny, out of which he paid his Proportion of the Taxes, being 
Twenty-ſix Pounds Ten Shillings and Ten Pence, which reduced his 
clear Receipt to Seven hundred and Seventy-four Pounds Eleven Shillings 
and Seven Pence. Mr. Pratt appointed Mr. Greenland to the Office of 
Second Clerk, but he has not attended the Office ſince his Appointment : 
The Share of the Second Clerk's Fees for the Remainder of the ſaid Year, 
amounted to Five hundred and Seventy-eight Pounds Ten Shillings, out

Pounds; the Senior, Mr, Jones, has a clear Salary of Five hundred 
Pounds a Year, One hundred Pounds paid hiin by the Firſt Clerk, and 
Four hundred Pounds out of the Second Clerk's Fees; the Two other 
Clerks have divided between them the Whole of the Allowance to the 
Teller for the Clerks, deducting Eight Pounds Ten Shillings a Year, 
being the Amount of the Sixpenny Duty. | 

The Gratuities received by the Under Clerks are chiefly from Public 
Offices; and do not, as he is informed and believes, exceed in the Whole,

ceipt of the Exchequer to Montague Burgoyne, Eſquire, One of the 
Chamberlains of the Exchequer. The Chamberlain is appointed by the 
Crown, by Letters Patent, to hold his Office for Life, and to exerciſe it by 
himſelf, or his Deputy or Deputies. Mr. Burgeyne does not execute any 
Part of the Bulineſs of this Office himſelf, but the Whole of it by his De- 
puties. He has been Deputy Chamberlain ever ſince the Year 1735 to Three 
ſucceſſive Chamberlains, none of whom ever executed any Part of the Bu- 
ſineſs themſelves. | 

This Office, on the Receipt Side, conſiſts of Two Chamberlains and Two 
Deputies, and no other Officer; it is called The Tally Court, whoſe Buſineſs 
it is, to ſtrike Tallies for the Perſons who pay Money into the Exchequer ; 
this Tally is an Acquittance, and conſiſts of Two Parts, the Tally which 
is delivered to the Perſon who pays, and the Counterpart, called the Foil, 
which the Deputy Chamberlain on the Court Side takes and keeps until the 
Perſon paſſes his Accounts, the Sum paid in being cut upon the Tally, and 
the Name of the Perſon, the Date and the Head of Duty, being wrote on 
each Side by the Tally Writer, and the Tally being ſplit into Two Parts, 
the Senior of the Two Deputy Chamberlains, both of whom conſtantly at- 

tend, reads the Tally, the other holds the Foil, and fees that it agrees with 
the Tally, and the Clerk of the Introitus ſees that it agrees with his Entry 
of the Receipt, In this Office are kept the Standard, Weights, and Mea- 
ſures; the Weights and Meaſures delivered to the Subjects are here ſized 
and fealed ; this happens it ſeldom. The Chamberlains allo have each 
a Key to the Treaſury, where che Standard Pieces of Gold and Silver are 
kept, and attend at the Tra. of the Pix, which happpens Once in Five or 
Six Years, 

The Chamberlain is intitled to a Salary of Fifty-two Pounds Three Shil- 
lings and Four Pence a Year, paid him Half Yearly by Debenture, by virtue 
of the Dormant Warrant; which Salary is reduced, by the Land Tax and 
Six Penny Duty, to Forty-ſix Pounds Seventeen Shillings; this Sum the 
Deputy receives, and pays to the Chamberlain. 

He further faith, The Deputy is appointed by Deed, under the Hand 
and Seal of the Chamberlain: He is intitled, as Senior Deputy, to Four 
ancient Salaries, of Ten Pounds, Forty Pounds, Seven Pounds, and Forty 
Pounds a Year, making together Ninety- ſeven Pounds, paid to him by Or- 
der or Debenture. He is allo intitled, as Deputy in general, to One Eighth, 
and in a very few Inſtances to a greater Share of the Fees paid by the Per- 
ſons paying Money into the Exchequer for. ſtriking their Tallies, 2 

ere 
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Fees are eſtimated, in ſome Caſes, by the Tally, and in others by the Sum 
paid in, according to an ancient Table of Fees hung up in the Tally Office. 
When the Tallies are taken from the Office, which is frequently many 
Days after the Payment in, the Perſon applying pays the Fees, which Fees 
are divided generally Twice a Week into Four Parts, One for the Auditor 
and his Clerk, One for the Clerk of the Pells and his Clerk, One for the 
Tally Cutter, and One for the Two Deputy Chamberlains, in equal Shares; 
in One or Two trifling Caſes this Diviſion is not adhered to: This has 
been the Uſage ever ſince he has been in the Office. His Share of theſe Fees 
for the Year ending at Michaelmas 1780, amounted to One hundred and 
Ninety-three Pounds Seventeen Shillings and Five Pence. 

The Fees ariſing from the Tallies ſtruck on the Contributions to An- 
nuities and the Lottery, and for ſome other ſmall Payments, are allowed by 
the Treaſury, and amounted in that Year to Seventy Pounds Thirteen 
Shillings and Three Pence ; he alſo received a Gratuity of Three Pounds 
Thirteen Shillings and Six Pence; which ſeveral Sums amounted to Three 
hundred and Sixty-five Pounds Four Shillings and Two Pence: Out of 
which he paid, for Taxes, Eighteen Pounds Eighteen Shillings and Six 
Pence, which reduced his clear Receipt to Three hundred and Forty. ſix 
Pounds Five Shillings and Eight Pence, out of which he paid to his Prin- 
cipal Seventy Pounds, being the Sum he pays to him annually by Agree- 
ment, out of the Profits of his Office ; the Remainder, being Two hundred 
and Se venty- ſix Pounds Five Shillings and Eight Pence, he kept for his 
own Ule, and received no other Salary, Fee, or Gratuity whatever, for the 
Execution of this Office, during the ſaid Time.

The Chamberlain is intitled to an ancient Salary of Fifty-rwo Pounds 
Three Shillings and Four Pence, paid by Debenture, and ſubject to Taxes, 
amounting to Five Pounds Six Shillings and Four Pence; he is alſo in- 
titled ro Thirteen Pounds Six Shillings and Six Pence, in lieu of Veſtures, 
ſubject to One Pound Six Shillmgs and Eight Pence for Fees : The clear Sum 
ariſing from theſe Iwo Payments, is Fifty-eight Pounds Sixteen Shilling;

THIS Examinant ſaith, That he is Deputy Uſher of the Receipt of the 

Exchequer to the honourable Horace Walpole, the Uſher; he was 
appointed by Deed, under the Hand and Seal of the Uſher, and has been 
Deputy Seven Years. The Uſher is appointed by Letters Patent for Lite, 
to exerciſe his Office by himſelf, or his Deputy or Deputies. He believes 
it has always been uſual for the Uſher to execute his Office by Deputy; 
the preſent Uſher tranſacts no Part of the Buſineſs himlclf, it is all done by 
the Deputy. 

The Office conſiſts of the Uſher, his Deputy, and a Clerk, who is now 
alſo Yeoman Uſher ; the Uſher appoints them all, 

It is the Buſineſs of this Office to ſupply the Treaſury and Exchequer 
with all Kinds of Stationary Ware, Tables, Deſks, and Turnery Ware, and 
the Exchequer with Coals; to keep the Keys of the Doors of the Exchequer, 
and ro employ the Perſons who do Repairs to the Exchequer, and the Inſide 
of the Treaſury. The Advantages to the Uſher ariſe either from certain 
ſmall Half Yearly Payments, or nts the Profits he makes by his ſupplying 
the Treaſury and Exchequer with theſe Articles, at a Rate according to an 
ancient Table of allowed Prices, kept in the Offices of the Ulher and 
Auditor. He has a Profit of Forty per Cent. upon extraordinary Articles 
not included in the Table, and Three Shillings and Six Pence in the Pound 
on Bills for Repairs. He delivers nothing to any Office without a Note, 
ſpecifying the Article wanted; and every Halt Year he makes out an 
Account tor each Office of every Article he has ſerved to that Office, which 
Accounts are both compared with the Note:, and ſigned by the Deputies 
or Firſt Clerks in each Office, and are the Uſher's Vouchers: Two Liberates 
are then made out, one for the old, the other for the new Offices ; thele 
Liberates contain all the Articles in thoſe Vouchers, with the Prices; thev 
are carried with the Vouchers to the Auditor; they are there examined 
and ſigned by him, then ſigned by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, after 
which they are paid, by Orders under the General Letters Patent dormant. 
All theſe Fees and Profits that accrued to the Uſher during the Year 
ending at Micbaelmas 1780, amounted to Five thouſand Two hundred 
and N:nety-three Pounds Six Shillings and One Farthing; out of which he

The EXAMINATION of Nathaniel Barwell, Eſquire, One of the 
Paymaſters of Exchequer Bills; taken upon Oath, ath December 1781. 


THIS Examinant ſaith, That he is One of the Paymaſte s of Exche- 
quer Bills: He 1s appointed by a Conſtitution under the Hands and 
Seals of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, during Pleaſure. 
T his Office conſiſts of Three Paymaſters, a Comptroller, an Accountant, 
a Caſhier, Two Clerks, a Houlekeeper, and Meſſenger; and at the Time 
the Public Bills are paying, as many Aſſiſtant Clerks as are wanted. 
The Paymaſters appoint all the Officers and Clerks, except the Controller 
and Houſekeeper, who are appointed by Conſtitution by the Commiſſioners 
of the Treaſury. 


The Buſineſs of this Office is to pay off and diſcharge the Principal and 
Intereſt due upon all Exchequer Bills. 

When Public Bills are to be paid off, in conſequence of a Letter from 
the Secretary of the Treaſury, a Computation is made of the Principal and 
Intereſt due upon the Bills therein mentioned, from the Days they were ſc - 
verally iſſued to a given Day, of which public Notice is given by Adver- 
tiſements; this Computation being ſent to the Treaſury, a Warrant and 
Order are obtained for the Payment of the computed Sum to the Paymaſ- 
ters of Exchequer Bills, which Sum is paid by the Tellers to the Bank, on 
the Account of thoſe Paymaſters, and is drawn for from Time to Time by 
any T'wo of them, either payable to the Exchequer Bill Holders, or to their 
Caſhier, to enable him to diſcharge Sums not exceeding Five hundred 
Pounds. 

The Bills taken by the Bank are ſome of them in a daily Courſe of being 
diſcharged by the Receipt of the Aids and Duties upon the Credit of 
which they were iſſued, and the Account of them uſually ſettled every 
Week with the Bank; and others of them are diſcharged in conſequence of 
Acts of Parliament for that Purpoſe, in like Manner as the Public Bills are 
paid. The Exchequer Bills, when diſcharged, are cancelled, and kept in 
the Office, until ſent to the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, where 
the Accounts are paſſed every Year. 

The Paymaſters, and all the Officers and Clerks are paid by certain an- 
nual Salaries, which have been the ſame ever ſince the Year 1736: The 
Three Paymaſters have Eight hundred and Fifty Pounds a Year equally 
divided between them; the Controller has Three hundred and Fifty 
Pounds ; the Accountant, One hundred and Fifty Pounds; the Caſhier, 
Eighty Pounds; the Firſt Clerk, Sixty Pounds; the Second Clerk, Fifty 
Pounds ; the Houſekeeper and Meſſenger, Forty Pounds, each : The Sum 
to pay theſe Salaries 1s craved annually of the Treaſury by Two Memorials, 
One thouſand Four hundred Pounds, Part of it, 1s paid out of the Dutics 


ariſing 
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ariſing from the Malt, and the Remainder out of ſome other Public Fund, 
by virtue of the Avthority veſted in the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, by 
the ſeveral Acts of Parliament. 

The Paymaſters, out of their Salary of Eight hundred and Fifty Pounds, 
pay Sixty Pounds for the Land Tax, and Forty-two Pounds Ten Shillings 
for the One Shilling Duty, for themſelves and their Clerks, which reduce 
their Salaries to Seven hundred and Forty-ſeven Pounds Ten Shillings. 
The Comptroller's Salary of Three hundred and Fifty Pounds 1s reduced, 
by the Payment of Forty-one Pounds Ten Shillings for Taxes, to Three 
hundred and Eight Pounds Ten Shillings. 

No Fees or Gratuitics whatever are taken by any of the Officers or 
Clerks in this Office, except a Sum of Two Pounds Seven Shillings a 
Year, allowed to the Accountant, for making up his Annual Account. 
T he contingent Expences of this Office for the Year 1780 (except what, as 
he believes, was furniſhed by the Uſher of the Exchequer) including the 
Fees for paſſing the Accounts, amounted to One hundred and Sixty-nine

The EXAMINATION of Mr. Allanſon Cowper, One of the Clerks 
of the Bank; taken upon Oath, the 22d November 1781. 


THIS Examinant ſaith, That he is a Clerk in the Bank, and appointed 

by the Directors to attend the Exchequer z which he does every Day, 
Holidays excepted, at the Teller's Office, with Two more of the Bank 
Clerks, in order to take an Account of the Principal Sums received into, 
and paid by, the Exchequer. When a Perſon brings a Sum to be paid 
into the Exchequer, after he has entered it in a Teller's Book, the Sum is 
either brought or ſent to the Bank Clerk, from that Teller's Office; it is 
uſually in Bank Notes, and ſeldom in Caſh ; the Bank Clerk examines the 
Notes, keeps them, and gives Credit for them to the Teller from whence 
they come. 

Where the Perſon who is to pay in Money keeps Caſh with the Bank, 
he directs the Chief Caſhier to pay it into the Exchequer ; the Caſhier gives 
the ſame Directions to the Bank Clerk: When the Bank has received the 
Public Loans, the Caſhier gives the like Directions; and the Bank Clerk, 
when he comes to the Exchequer, makes the Entry into the reſpective 
Teller's Book, and gives them Credit for theſe Sums. 

Where Money is paid by che Exchequer, the Teller gives the Bank 
Clerk Directions to pay ſuch a Sum to ſuch a Perſon ; the Bank Clerk 
pays it uſually in Bank Notes, and debits that Teller for the Sum: Where 
the Perſon receiving keeps Caſh at the Bank, the Bank Clerk generally carries 
it to his Account. All the Receipts and Payments at the Exchequer, where 
the Bank is concerned, are tranſacted in this Manner, unleſs where the 
Sums are ſmall, in which Caſe the Tellers pay or receive themſelves. 

After One o'Clock, the Bank Clerk agrees and ſettles the Accounts with 
the ſeveral Tellers, and either pays to or receives from each Teller the 
Balance; if a large Sum, in Exchequer Bills of One thouſand Pounds each, 
and the Remainder in Caſh ; otherwiſe in Caſh, in Bags, labelled with the 
Sum therein contained, and the Initials of the Name of the Bank Clerk 
who delivered it; where the Balance is under One hundred Pounds, it is 
paid or received in looſe Caſh. The Cuſtoms, Excile, Stamp Office, Poſt 
Office, Salt Office, and ſeveral of the Receivers of the Land Tax, the Pay- 
maſter General of the Forces, the Treaſurer of the Navy, and Treaſurer of 
the Ordnance, all keep Caſh with the Bank.

] HAVE the Honour to acquaint Your Lordſhips, That his late Majcſty 
was moſt graciouſly pleaſed to appoint the Right honourable Henry Lord 
Holland, deceaſed, to be Paymaſter General of his Land Forces, on the 15th 
of Fuly 1757 ; and that he continued in that Employment to the 11th of 
June 1765, being very near Eight Years. 

That the Accounts of the Receipts and Payments of Henry Lord Holland, 
deceaſed, are made up and laid before His Majeſty's Auditors of the Im- 
preſt, and his Lordſhip's final Account is near being cloſed.
